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Road extension 
opening delayed 
by traffic light 


Work on the Whccllrg Road extension 


has been completed, but the new north- 
south roadwiiy cannot he opened because 
of problems with the traffic signals. 


"The problem right at the moment Is 


the slnle feels that prior to opening the 
rood there should- Dr. left-turn signals for 
the northwest-southi/nst traffic," said Vil- 
lage Mgr. George Passolt. "The present 
signals do not have that left turn." 


The village ha*, ordered permanent sig- 


nals for the Intersection, but Passolt said 
they arc not expected to arrive until 
Thanksgiving. "We definitely don't want 
to keep it closed that long," he said. 


Passolt said the village Is now trying 


(o flrd some way to get temporary sig- 
nals with n left-turn light so that the road 
cnn be opened. He sold, however, It Is 
not yet known If the signal controllers at 
the Intersection can handle the extra sig- 
nallzatlon. The manager said therefore 
the village may also have to get new con- 
trollers for the Intersection. 


TIIK VII.LAdK manager said he did 


not want to wait unlll Thanksgiving to 
open the new road. "I'm hoping we don't 
have to wait that long, hut until I hear 
from the contractor, I'd only be guess- 
ing," he snld. 


Since the road Is ready for use, Passolt 


said somo of the Industrial firms located 
along the new rond have been.using the 
street. He said, however, the barricades 
would remain un nlorq Dundee Road un- 
lll the road Is officially opened. 


The road extension, when opened, will 


provide motorists with a new north-south 
route through Wheeling. Passolt said he 
expected the new rond to case traffic 
congestion along Wolf Road. He said, 
however, Industrial firms located along 


the new Wheeling Road will probably 
benefit most. 


TIIE. K 0 A D W A Y. connects with 


Mcllcnry Road at the Intersection on 
Dundee Road, just west of the Lynn 
Plaza shopping center. The project In- 
cluded the widening of Dundee Road cast 
and west of the Intersection, as well as 
the widening of McHcnry Road to the 
north of the Intersection. 


Village officials have been working on 


the Wheeling Road extension since 1965. 
The project, estimated to cost $450,000, 
was financed with state motor fuel tax 
funds.

Apathy vanishes 


The shell of apathy that is typical 


to millions of Americans was broken 
last night with a stroke of a pen and 
a voice from the heart. 


It was a solemn, somber Jewish 


community that came together in the 
Northwest suburbs and nationwide to 
give of themselves — their spirit, 
compassion, love and, most Impor- 
tant, their money — to assist Israel 
in its latest confrontation with its 
Arab enemies. 


1L was an hour of prayer for the 


survival of Israel and all that it 
stands for ,to the world's Jewish pop- 
ulation. To all Jews, In all the strife, 
Israel 
embodies 
sacrifice, 
per- 


secution, survival and dctermlnatior. 


Since Ihe "Yom Kippur War," as it 


has come to be known, began on the 
holiest day of the Jewish calendar 
five days ago, a last-minute cam- 
paign was planned to raise money, 
not for the Israeli war effort, but to 
buy such important war-time neces- 
sities as blood, bandages and medi- 
cine. 


At two locations In the Northwest 


suburbs an estimated 400 persons 
come to hear speeches designed to 
rally the listeners into donating mon- 
ey to various organizations charged 
with funncling the funds to Israel. 
One rally was at the Beth Tikvah 
Congregation in Hoffman Estates. 


AT HOWARD JOHNSON'S Motor 


Lodge in Palatine more than 200 per- 
sons sang Hebrew songs as the Is- 
raeli flag flew in a large banquet 
room. 


Thirty minutes after the Palatine 


meeting hod ended, 515,000 in contri- 
butions had been collected by the ral- 
ly's organizers. 


It was obvious that the apathy

Jeivish community rallies to back Israel 


War in the Middle East once again has drawn strong emo- 


tional and financial support for Israel from the Northwest 
suburban Jewish community. 


The latest outbreak of fighting, according to one local Jew- 


ish leader, was caused by an Arab world envious of its Israeli 
neighbor. 


Because of this, says Rabbi Mordccai Rosen, the Israeli 


Nation has become a target of aggression and mistreatment 
that periodically results in the killing of thousands of soldiers 
and civilians and the destruction of land. 


Rosen contends the whole .history of war between the two 


foes is the result of meddling on the part of the Soviet Union 
which heaps supplies, money and encouragement on Ihe Arab 
countries to keep the hostilities going. 


MAJOR FIGHTING erupted late last week after a six-year 


lull when Egypt and Syria entered Arab territory held since 
1967 by Israel. Almost Immediately, while the Jewish country 
was defending itself, American Jews mobilized a fund-raising 
campaign to help pay for medical supplies and social services 
for the duration of the war. Tuesday night's series of mass 
rallies culminated those efforts. 


Rosen, of Congregation Beth Judea in Buffalo Grove, likens 


the Arab attitude toward Israel to the Nazi's treatment of 
Jews in Germany where Jews were blamed for the economic 
and social problems In that country. 


"The whole war is a fake," says Rosen. "The Arabs don't

ly. "People turn to temples In time 
of grief or In time of need." 


ACCORDING TO Rabbi Mordecai 


Rosen, the demonstration in support 
of Israel meant more than just pro- 
viding money for medical and social 
services. "It gives Jews a feeling of 


even claim they're after their land. They're just blaming the 
other guy" for their own suffering economy. He says the 
Arabs arc jealous because Israel is "blossoming and bloom- 
ing." 


"The Arabs can't even join forces. They never will get 


together. There's no cause. Israel has done nothing to them. 
What could Saudi Arabia want from Israel? There Is nothing 
they can use or want in Israel." 


ROSEN BELIEVES the Arab countries wage war against 


Israel because they have nothing else to show for their exis- 
tence. They aren't solving their own problems, he says, so 
they fight Israel to keep their governments from being over- 
thrown by a restive population. 


The other reason for engaging Israel in battle, says Rosen, 


is the prodding of the Arabs' major supporters, the Soviet 
Union. The Russians, according to Rosen, tell the Arabs there 
will be no consequences as a result of their actions and that 
win or lose they will continue to receive weapons and sup- 
plies. 


"What's insane about this," he says, "is that the Arabs 


don't even expect a victory over Israel." 


Rabbi Hillel Gamoran, of Beth Tikvah Congregation in 


Hoffman Estates, echoes the sentiments of his fellow Rabbi. 
"It has been the aim of the Arab armies to destroy the State 
of Israel," he says. "Israel is asking only one thing and that 
is to live in peace with their neighbors. Their hand has al- 
ways been extended in friendship." 


solidarity in face of what is felt by 
Jews throughout the world as an at- 
tack upon Ihe center of Jewish life 
and the birthplace of Jewish life in 
which Jews feel close to and bound 
up. Israel is both a religious and 
Jewish center." 


According to Jewish leaders, the

East has brought together Jews 
throughout the world and made them

Gov. Daniel Walker predicted yester- 


day that "tax relief will be a major Is- 
sue" In the Oct. IS legislative session and 
called for approval of his tax-rebate pro- 
gram. 


Walker, In a press conference In Chi- 


cago, charged that a tax bill sponsored 
by House Speaker W. Robert Blair Is 
"masquerading as tax relief" and would 
finance n regional transit authority. The 
Blair bill would cut the state sales tax 
from 4 to 3'i cents and an KTA would 
receive power to pick up a half-cent tax 
In tho six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area. 


The governor sent a two-page letter to 


General Assembly members yesterday 
socking support of his amendatory veto 
of House Bill 034. Walker's rebate plan 
would return $10 to every Illinois resi- 
dent.

WALKER CONTENDED that a family

Blair's 
plan would return about $40 million to 
businesses and corporations. 


"Considering the record profits this 


year, businesses do not need sales tax 
relief," he said. "I would use that busi- 
ness $40 million for education, mental 
health and police protection."

"The 
straight $10 per person check will help 
offset the inflationary spiral of the past 
IB months. And it will provide more 
benefits to the marginal and fixed in- 
come people such as the elderly," Walk- 
er said.'

Chicago-Cook County Criminal Justice 
Commission seek $1)9,900 for a study of 
the suburban detention system. 


The commission agreed to seek federal 


funding for the study to determine tho 
problems of handling prisoners In tho 
suburban districts. The firm of Crcsap, 
McCormlck and Pagct will get tho job 
and will provide recommendations for 
short-term and long-term Improvements 
If the funding request Is granted. 


SAID the problem has been

USING SLIDES, Elrod showed the 


commission how prisoners often have to 
be chained to chairs, radiators or jury 
box scats while awaiting transportation 
to Cook County jails and detention facil- 
ities. He said many prisoners who can't 
post bond have to wait as much as six 
hours for transportation to Chicago In 
sheriff's police vehicles. 


Changes In the system should have 


been made when the court system was 
changed in 1964, Elrod said. There arc 
now 105 lockup facilities in 126 munici- 
palities In the county.

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Situation confusing, but 
no six-day war this time

BEIRUT (UPI) - With tho fourth 
Arab-Israeli war through its fourth 
(lay, all Indications arc thnt It Is 
not going to bo a swift walkover 
for cither side. 


It certainly will not be over In 


six days such as the war In June, 
1067. 


Whether either side cracks or 


can crush tho other even in six 
weeks remains to be seen. 


But out of the smoke clouds of 


conflicting claims and counter- 
claims monitored In this Middle 
Knit capital, these fairly well es- 
tablished facts appear to be emerg- 
ing: 


—Regardless of uho actually 


fired the first shot, the Israelis 
were caught off balance, only par- 
tially mobilized and not yet ready 
to launch an overwhelming all-out 
offensive with all their forces as 
they did in Juno, 1007. 


—The Egyptians did succeed In 


crovilng the Suez Canal at several 
points and made quite considerable 
initial advances through the thin 


Israeli covering forces In the Sinai 
desert. 


—The Syrians were able to score 


similar Initial successes with their 
Soviet-equipped tank forces on the 
Golan Heights. 


At this point the situation be- 


comes less clear. 


Monday nlgfot, while Egypt and 


Syria still were talking of "fresh 
advances" in Sinai and on the Go- 
lan Heights, Israeli chief of staff 
Gen. David Elazar was telling a 
news conference that Israel had 
gone over to the counteroffcnslvc 
and was driving back -the Egyp- 
tians and Syrians everywhere.

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Egypt captures east bank of Suez; 
Israeli bombs hit Soviet building

Israeli planes bombed the outskirts of 


Cairo and the suburbs of Damascus 
Tuesday in raids which wrecked a Soviet 
diplomatic building In Damascus. The 
Russians said 30 Soviet civilians were 
killed. 


Egypt and Syria both claimed new mil- 


itary successes on the fourth day of the 
Middle East war. Israel acknowledged it 
had lost the -east bank of the Suez Canal 
and might face a protracted struggle to 
recapture it. 


In a string of sober communiques, Is 


racl disclosed to Its people that the 
Egyptians had overrun the fortified Bar- 
Lev line on the east bank considered 
Israel's first line of defense and the road 
ahead, as the war took on the character 
of a struggle of nttritution, would not be 
easy. 


The raid on Damascus' "embassy 


row" prompted a bitter attack by the So- 
viet Ambassador to the United Nations, 
who walked out of the Security Council 
when Israel's delegate tried to offer con- 
dolanccs. 


The Israeli air strikes, the heaviest of 


the war, were on Syrian military head- 
quarters in the Damascus suburbs, air- 
fields on Cairo's outskirts, power plants 
and oil refineries deep inside Syria and a 
radar station in Lebanon, Israeli military 
officials said. 


Witnesses in Damascus said the planes 


also struck civilian areas along embassy 
row in the Syrian capital, destroying at 
least 10 buildings including the Soviet 
cultural mission. 


Egypt said its forces smashed two Is- 


raeli armored bridges and routed two 
others, and knocked out 102 tanks in In- 
tense fighting on separate fronts in the 
Sinai peninsula. A military spokesman 
said 16 more Israeli planes were shot 
down Tuesday for a total of 97 since Sat- 
urday. Syria claimed 23 more.for a four- 
day total of 104. 


In the Golan Heights, Syria military 


communiques said Syrian fighters and 
ontlcraft batteries foiled repeated Israeli 
air strikes against Syrian armor. 


In Tel Aviv, Maj. Gen. Aharon Yarlv, 


assistant to the Israeli chief of staff, said 
Israel had evacuated most of the Bar- 
Lev line, the elaborate network of con- 
crete and steel blockhouses along the 
east side of the Suez Canal. 


Ynrlv said Egyptian troops had lost 


hunderds of tanks in their battle to cap- 
ture the east bank of Suez but now had 
at least 400 tanks in the area and were 
able to reinforce and rcsupply them de- 
spite continuing Israeli air strikes. 


"You ask how long this war will last?" 


Yariv said at a news conference. "Diffi- 
cult, but I say it will not be a short one." 


Yariv's comments along with an ear- 


lier remark by a military spokesman 
that the struggle "may not be an easy 
one" reflected a sudden switch from ear- 
lier optimistic pronouncements by the Is- 
raelis.

Russian walks out at U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - Russian 


ambassador Yakov Malik walked out of 
the U.N. Security Council Tuesday as Is- 
rael's representative tried to offer con- 
dolences for air raids on Damascus 
which Malik said killed 30 Soviet civil- 
ians. 


"The Israeli authorities are enraged 


because they suffer defeat on the mili- 
tary front," Malik told the Council, which 
had convened earlier to try for the sec- 
ond day to find some solution to the new 
Middle East War. 


"Their bloody act is similar to the acts 


of Hitler, when entire cities and villages 
were removed from the earth," Malik 
sold. 


"The peaceful forces of the entire 


world condemn the aggressive policy of 
Israel and its international barbarity. 
There is an acute need to combine our 
forces to put an end to the situation in 
the Middle East on a just basis and to 
put an end to Israeli aggression." 


The Soviet ambassador said Israeli 


Premier Golda Meir and defense min- 


ister Moshe Dayan shared 
personal 


blame for the Damascus raid. He called 
t h e m "international 
criminals with 


bloody hands." 


Following Malik's speech, Israeli am- 


bassador to the U.N. Yosef Tekoah was 
given special permission to speak to the 
Council to offer condolences for the 
Middle East dead. 


As Tekoah began, "Israel expresses its 


regrets for all the victims — men, wom- 


en or children — whether Egyptian or 
Syrian or Israeli or citizens of other 
states," Malik, obviously upset, rose to 
say he would not listen to condolences 
from an Israeli spokesman. 


Cheered by spectators in the public 


gallery, he stalked from the meeting 
hall, roughly pushing his way through a 
crowd of diplomats standing on the Coun- 


• cil floor to listen to the high-level Middle 
East debate. 


Other war developments... 


There were these other developments 


Involving the Middle -East turmoil Tues- 
day: 


• President Nixon expressed the hope 


that diplomatic efforts to end the war 
would not simply end the fighting but 
produce a ''new structure of peace In the 
Mideast." 


• U.S. officials said there appears to 


have been no decisive turn yet in favor 
of Arabs or Iraelis in the fighting, and 


that they had not detected any evidence 
that the Soviet Union — which supports 
the Arab position — was trying to rfr 
strain the Egyptians and Syrians. 


• The House put off until today action 


on a resolution calling for a cease-fire in 
the Mideast. Action on the measure — 
identical to one passed in the Senate — 
was delayed when Rep. H. R. Gross, 
R-Iowa, objected to its call for Arab 
forces to return to their lines.

Reporters seek to quash 
subpoenas in Agnew case 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - With the Jus- 


tlcc Department as a legal ally, report- 
ers subpoenaed by Vice President Spiro 
T. Agncw prepared to seek to quash the 
subpoenas for disclosure of their con- 
fidential news sources in the Agnew in- 
vestigation. 


The reporters, blocked in a bid to de- 


lay their questioning by Agnew's law- 
yers, were expected to file motions today 
with U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 
man to quash the subpoenas as a viola- 
tion of their First Amendment rights. 


Also today, Justice Department offi- 


cials are to submit to questioning by the 
Agncw attorneys — in Hoffman's pres- 
ence — about the source of news leaks 
which the vice president says have prej- 
udiced his chances of a fair judicial 
hearing into allegations he accepted po- 
litical kickbacks while governor of Mary- 
land and executive of Baltimore County. 


The Justice Department told Hoffman 


in a brief Monday that the subpoenas for 
reporters represented a "fishing ex- 
pedition" and that Agnew's campaign to 
track down the source of the news leaks 
should be restricted to the department — 
which denied it is to blame. 


The controversy over prejudicial pub- 


licity temporarily overshadowed 
the 


companion Agncw request that the 
courts order a halt to a federal grand 
jury investigation of the vice president 
on the ground he cannot be indicted un- 
der the Constitution unless he (s first Im- 
peached by Congress and removed from 
office. 


Judge Hoffman will hear oral arpu- 


mcnts on that request on Friday, the day 
after he plans to take part in questioning 
of reporters for four New York and 
Washington newspapers, the NBC and 
CBS television networks and Time and 
Newsweek magazines. 


companion Charles G. "Bebe" Rebozo 
for questioning about reports of a 
$100,000 cash gift from Hughes to Presi- 
dent Nixon, members said Tuesday. 


Sen. Lowell P. Welcker, R-Conn., told

Supreme Court will rule 
on Vague' military law 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 


Court has agreed to rule on the con- 
stitutionality of n provision In military 
law, dating back to colonial days, under 
which two men were prosecuted for pro- 
testing the Vietnam war. 


The Court will hear arguments In the 


case and hand down a written opinion. 
Two lower federal courts ruled the provi- 
sion unconstitutional on grounds it was 
so vague an individual might not realize 
he was violating it. 


The provision of the Uniform Code of 


Military Justice forbids "all disorders 
and neglects to the prejudice of the good 
order and discipline In the armed forces" 
and "all conduct of a nature to bring dis- 
credit upon the armed forces." 


The "general article" was used in the 


prosecution of Copt. Howard B. Levy, a 
skin specialist who refused to train Army 
medics for Vietnam service, and Marine 
Pvt. Mark Avrcch, court martlnled and 


convicted of trying to publish an antiwar 
statement on Vietnam. 


In the first working day of its fall 


term, the Court also: 


• Refused to Involve Itself further in a 


federal judge's proposal to combine the 
predominantly black school system in 
Richmond, Va., with those of two white 
suburbs. 


• Rejected a number of requests to re- 


consider its ruling last June establishing 
a new definition of obscenity and giving 
local jurisdictions wide latitude in estab- 
lishing their own rules on pornography. 
It also rejected a request by Virginia to 
clarify the "community standards" test. 


• Rejected the fifth attempt of former

Union president James R. 


Hoffa to get his 1964 jury tampering con- 
viction overturned, something be wants 
to do to circumvent the terms of his pa- 
role which stipulate he can't take part in 
union affairs until 19BO.

Metropolitan Sanitary District trustees toured a limestone 


mine 300 feet underground and o national forest that has been 
ravaged by fires and floods last week as part of the district's 
nnmiul budget hearings. 


Tho mine tour In St. Gcncvlcvc. Mo., was aimed at giving 


the sanitary district trustees an understanding of the under- 
ground tunnels and caves which would be used If the O'Haro 
Wilier Reclamation Plant in DCS Plalncs Is built under- 
ground. The MSD also plans to build a scries of deep tunnel 
sower* underground to stop flooding and pollution in com- 
bined sewered areas. 


Tho forest, Shawnco National Forest near Carbondalc, will 


l« the site of a land reclamation project financed by the 
district. Tho MSD will spend 12 million to transport digested 
sludge from Its treatment plants to the forest where the No- 
.lumil Forest Service will use the liquid fertilizer to restore 
.he forest. 


The tours came after district trustees spent one day review- 


ing general plans for the engineering department and mainte- 
nance and operations department in the coming year. 


This week board members are giving a detailed review to 


each of the specific programs funded in the 1974 budget. 


Trustee Valentine Janickl, who heads the board's finance 


committee, has said he hopes the district will be able to 
complete Its review of the proposed budget and approve a 
final draft by Dec. 13. 


The $225.6 million budget proposed by Supt. Bart Lynam' is 


25 per cent lower/han the district's budget for 1973. 


"This can be considered a budget of expectations, for it 


stands at the threshold of additional and expanded programs 
by the district, If more extensive federal aid becomes a real- 
ity," Lynam told the board. 


Lynam's proposed budget focuses on design engineering 


rather than construction during the coming year, with $25.8 
million slated to design remodeling for the three major dis- 
trict sewage treatment plants, West-Southwest, North Side 
and Calumet. 


The remodeling will include Increasing plant capacity and 


making the plants capable of tertiary level treatment and 
nitrification of the sewage effluent. 


The district is also budgeting $8.7 million for design work 


on the Chicago Underflow Plan system of tunnels and reser- 
voirs. 


As trustees'review the budget in detail, cuts in expenditures 


for various programs, Including interceptor sewer projects 
and flood-control reservoirs slated In the northwest suburbs, 
ore possible. 


Board members will also review the Inclusion of a 5.5 per 


cent cost-of-llvlng Increase for district employes In Lynam's 
proposed budget.

The use of ozone to disinfect effluent from sewage treat- 


ment plants will continue to ,be investigated despite costs 
considerably higher than those for using chlorine, Lynam told 
the trustees. 


Lynam said ozone Is the best disinfectant and that use of it 


might become necessary in the future If an expected shortage 
of chlorine is realized.

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Rolling Meadows chief recalls his close call with death 


by TONI GINNETTI 


"I've prayed many times In my life, 


but I think that was tho only time I sin- 
cerely prayed," Thomas Fogarty said 
quietly. "I told God I didn't want to dio 
and I meant It." 


The Rolling Meadows (in chief was re- 


calling a second heart attack suffered 
two months ago In Northwest Community 
Hospital's Intensive care unit only days 
after ho had been revived by fellow fire- 
men from a seizure which had left him a 
breath away from death. 


Tho first severe attack had occurred 


tho night of Aug. IS. Fogarty, 51, had no 
apparent vital llfo signs when five of his 
own paramedics, U. Ted Locsch, Robert 
Cooncy, Donald Custafson, Roger Hugg, 
and Raymond Wclncr, worked to revive 
him. 


"After that, I thought I was coming 


along fine," Fogarty said, remembering 
Iho ordeal. "It was several days after- 
ward and I had just finished eating din- 
ner when Dr. (Felix) Krock came in to 
examine mo and I began to feel It com- 
tn» on." 


"I think I am tho only man who's felt 


what a dcflbrlllnlor feels like because I 


wasn't completely out when they used it. 
The whole room lit up and I felt like a 
bolt of lightning hit me. The next thing I 
knew I was on my way to Presbyterian- 
St. Luke's (medical center). 


"I think from that prayer, though, I 


must have been more confident because 
I wasn't as apprehensive of the operation 
as I might hove been." 


THE ATTACK was one of several Fo- 


garty experienced in the hospital and 
which led to a decision that open heart 
surgery would Be needed. That surgery, 
performed only a month ago yesterday, 
has given Fogarty what he calls "the 


• heart of a 6-year-old." 


But more than the surgery, Fogarty 


speaks almost passionately of what sav- 
ed his life the night of the first attack on 
Aug. IS, his fire department's paramedic 
program. 


"I don't remember anything from that 


Wednesday (the day before the attack). I 
don't remember getting out of bed or 
telling my wifo I had the pains. I didn't 
really come to until after several days in 
the intensive care unit at the hospital. 


"I can't say enough for the paramedic 


program," he said thoughtfully in his 
homo yesterday. "In the beginning I

was the devil's, advocate because I 
said 'let's go a little slowly on 
this,' not because of the program be- 
cause I thought it was a good program, 
but because' of all the different equip- 
ment that was available." Investment in 
the proper kind of equipment when the 
program started was vital, Fogarty said, 
and a move requiring thoughtful consid- 
eration. 


HE NEVER questioned the worthiness 


of the program, however. 


"I thought it was tremendous. I went 


to Springfield to help push it through 


committee and we wrote to many of the 
representatives and the governor. Of 
course we got some static in the begin- 
ning from nurses and doctors who 
thought we were treading on their toes." 


"I think the program should be state- 


wide and even nation-wide for that mat- 
ter. They do a magnificent job. The 
paramedics are very dedicated to the 
program because they can see they're 
saving a life. 


"Every man can't be a paramedic, of 


course. We're still primarily a fire de- 
partment." 


But on that point Fogarty, who helped 


organize the city's fire department some 
17 years ago, admits the role of the fire 
department has expanded considerably 
beyond the realm of firefighting. 


ALONG WITH combating fires, depart- 


ments today handle medical calls, ambu- 
lance calls, fire prevention, and a variety 
of emergency situations, Fogarty said. 
"This week is fire prevention week, but 
we're even going to •have to expand that 
•beyond a week to cover all the services 
we perform," he said. 


"There has been a big change from the 


Image of a fireman just sitting around 
waiting for a fire call. That old image is 


gone. We used to get people calling say- 
ing 'we hate to bother you', but they 
don't say that anymore. I'm glad to see 
that trend." 


There is a closeness among firemen, 


too, which Fogarty said must be part of 
the work. "You can't hold a grudge 
against a man and go into a burning 
building with him. I wouldn't be here to 
talk about it if it hadn't have bean for 
them, although I'm a firm believer in the 
idea that nothing gets done without His 
guidance. 


"My men never got paid for going to 


school (for paramedic training)," he 
said. The city invested $7,000 in partici- 
pating in the northwest suburban pilot 
program, but training was on a volun- 
tary basis, he said. 


"NOW WE TREAT people at the scene 


and do everything they would get at a 
hospital. This is the hardest thing to 
teach the public. We have to treat at the 
scene; we're not wasting time, we're 
saving a life. 


"I had one shift that was a little weak 


during the training, and I told them 
'you're going to be paramedics.' Dr. 
(Stanley) Zydlo (head of the program at 
Northwest Community Hospital) worked 


with them extra on Sundays on their own 
time, and strangely enough the first ma- 
jor accident we had was when that shift 
was on duty. 


"Dr. Zydlo was there and he told mo 


'you don't have to worry about them.' 


"I think we have had seven saves in 


Rolling Meadows counting me," Fogarty 
said. "I don't know, how anyone could not 
adopt this program if 1) they have the 
money and 2) they have the men and the 
equipment. 


IN COMMENTING on his lifesaving 


experience, Fogarty dismisses the per- 
sonal national publicity it has drawn, but 
affirmed his intent to do all he can to 
promote the establishment of paramedic 
programs around the state and nation. 


"I've told Dr. Zydlo that anything I 


can do to promote the program, I'll be 
glad to do. I don't think there's anything 
in the world like it as far as the potential 
for saving lives. I experienced it; I can 
see what they could do. 


"For what the city has invested, I 


think the lives it has saved have re- 
turned more than any other investment 
the city has and maybe will ever make. 
• "I know what my life is worth to me 
and my family."

' "Peace nowl Peace now!"

shouted, marching through town with 
their heads held high In defiance, their 
faces set in grim line* of determination. 


They were angry, these young men and 


women with black armbands, and their 
emotion w«s so intense It blocked out the 
jeers of the townspeople who watched 
them pass by. The marchers knew they 
were right; they were convinced that 
someday the others would know It too. 


It was the spring of 1070. Cambodia 


was being bombed under orders of a 
president who had promised peace. At 
Kent State University In Ohio, National 
Guardsmen had gunned down students 
protesting the bombing. At campuses 
across the country, college was n battle- 
ground and class was something to boy- 
cott. 


The University of Illinois was no ex- 


ception. For the first lime in history, the 
National Guard was called to Urbana 


- and the campus was turned Into an 
: armed camp. The administration became 


an enemy because of one cardinal sin: It 


.• would not shut down the university In 


sympathy. 


You just don't care, students told ad- 


ministrators. Work through the system, 
administrators advised. But the students 
knew that was no good — Richard Nixon 
was proof of that. So they tried whatever 
elso they knew: marclilng, singing, pick- 
eting, sltllng-ln, eandle-and flag-burning. 
Some even threw rocks. 


IT DIDN'T WORK. 
Today at the Urbana campus, those 


methods have been forgotten. There is no 
more rock-throwing, picketing or flag- 
burning. The marclilng that's done Is by 
the school band. Fraternities and sorori- 
ties are popular now, not protest. And it 
Is safe to assume that John E. Corbally, 
now president of the University of Illi- 
nois, will never be burned In effigy. 


What happened? Did this new gener- 


ation — the class of 74 — just give up 
trying lo buck the establishment? 


Corbally, a man who has observed col- 


lege students for most of his life, doesn't 
think so. 


"The concerns of young people haven't 


changed over the post 10 years," he said. 
"It's Just belter today because all of us 
have regained our sense of humor and a 
better perspective of history. In the late

60s, college students were afraid to 
smile, but the smile is coming back and 
I'Qi glad to see it. Life is hard and al- 
ways will be hard. We've got to know 
how to laugh at ourselves." 


Corbally was on his way across the 


Chicago Circle campus, a walk he likes 
to take'when he has the time. It was a 
day in early September and the campus, 
a conglomerate of stone, glass and brick 
crammed into about eight blocks of the 
city's West Side, was nearly deserted. 


THERE WAS a definite contrast - the 


tall lanky figure In light blue sports coat 
and even lighter blue polka-dot tie 
against the grey-brown slabs of the uni- 
versity buildings. He was smiling; they 
Were cold and impersonal. 


He stopped in front of one of those 


buildings and put his foot up on the step. 
"I'm not sure rock-throwing was very ef- 
fective In the first place, although it may 
have led up to the constitutional change 
In the voting age," he continued. "But I 
don't think there was ever a large1 per- 
centage of students deeply interested in 
political activism. There was just a lot of 
curiosity. 


"There was some commitment, I'm 


not saying there wasn't. But the com- 
mitment hasn't changed and the Idealism 
isn't gone. There Is just a new meth- 
odology." 


'College students are pretty much the same as when I was an undergraduate ..." 


College students have learned to work 


through the system, according to Corbal- 
ly. He pointed to students who have been 
elected to city councils in both Urbana 
and Champaign. 


"College students are pretty much the 


same now as when I was an under- 
graduate," the president said, smiling 
with his intense blue eyes. "We had the 
same feeling of independence, of being 
on our own and making new friends. And 
we felt the same way when Friday 
came." 


Fridays and the rest of the week are a 


lot different for him now. The life of a 
university president, especially one who 
oversees three campuses ,and nearly 
60,000 students, Is a life of meetings, 
speeches and racing back and forth 
across the state to get to those meetings. 


CORBALLY travels, sometimes in the 


same day; from the wood-and-chrome 
desk and small windows ("so you don't 
jump out," he says) of his modern 27th 
floor Circle campus office to the tradi- 
tional furnishings of his office in the 
nearly 100-year-old Administration Build- 
ing in Urbana. 


He is the ruler of three kingdoms: a 


city campus that just about shuts down 
at dinner time; a campus where some 
34,000 students — 50 per cent of them 
from Cook County — have left home for 
a whole new life; and a medical center 
where students are past the trivialities of 
undergraduate days and on their way to 
careers in medicine. 
v 


This Thursday morning the walk would 


be short. Corbally had a meeting with 
other college administrators at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and his driver, 
' dressed In plain brown suit and un- 
capped, was tracking his boss like a 
bodyguard, waiting for his cue to bring 
the car around. 
' \ 


"This way we don't have to waste time 


looking for each other," Corbally said. 
"While he drives, I read about where I'm 
going and what I'm supposed to do when 
I get there." 


Tonight he and his driver would be on 


their way to Urbana, back to the presi- 
dent's mansion where Corbally and his 
wife live when they're in town. On Fri- 
day, while Urbana's students would be 
getting ready to chuck their books for a 
few beers, their president would be get- 
ting ready to shake hands at a reception 
at the Illlni Union. 


CORBALLY likes to talk to students, to 


get their views. He gets his chance once 
a month when he meets with student 
groups. Sometimes on his way across 
campus, students will stop him and ask 
him what he thinks, maybe about the 
new law to elect a student to the board of 
trustees or maybe about the new policy 
to let 19-year-olds drink beer and wine in 
their dorm rooms. 


"I have some suspicion they've been 


doing that anyway" he said about the 
drinking, a smile spreading across his 
face. About the student on the board of 
trustees, he was more serious. "I don't 
think It's desirable to have a student on 
the board any more than it is to have a 
faculty member, a chancellor or the 
president on the board," he said. "The 
board of trustees is supposed to repre- 


sent the public at large. I believe stu- 
dents should have some input into deci- 
sion, but not be on the board." 


Appearances are deceiving and this 48- 


year-old president is a good example. He 
looks like a down-home farm boy raised 
behind the plow: tall, lanky and unas- 
suming. Actually he was brought up in a 
family whose father was a professor and 
associate college dean. He started his ca- 
reer as a high school math and chem- 
istry teacher and climbed the ladder that 
led to an administrative position at Ohio 
State University and the presidency of 
Syracuse University in New York. 


HE CAME TO the University of Illinois 


in September, 1971, and now that's where 
his loyalties lie. When it comes to foot- 
ball games, he doesn't always go for the 
winner. He cheers for Illinois, even 
against the No. 1 team, Ohio State. 


"We'll have a pretty good football 


team this year," he said. "They'll do all 
right." 


When the cheering is over, Corbally is 


back to his grueling schedule, booked as 
far ahead as 1975. It doesn't leave him 
much time for the golf he likes to play, 
the history he likes to read or visits with 
his two grown-up children. Today was a 
good- example: it was time to head 
across town for that meeting. And he 
was late already.

Nearly every farmer near us Is being 


doctored (or heart trouble. The various 
doctors each have their own method. My 
hiubnnd's doctor U thinning blood with 
Panwarfln. My husband must hnvc his 
blood tested every week. The medicine Is 
then adjusted to III In the blood more or 
la thin It less. It niakc.s It necessary for 
my husband to be around to have Ills 
blood tested every week. 


Another man In a nearby city has 


a doctor who makes fun of Panwarfln. 
He says one aspirin tablet each morning 
and another each evening Is all that Is 
necessary. He snys If n person uses the 
aiplrln his blnnd dues not have to be test- 
ed once a \\eck. 


My husband would like very much to 


change to aspirin If that docs the work, 
lie untild like jiiur opinion about the 
treatment. 


Pamvarfin or Caumadln Is commonly 


used to treat patients during and after 
their heart attack. I believe the majority 
of practicing heart specialists do use It, 
and I think It Is well to use medicine to 
prevent blood clotting In most pa- 
tients. So, I approve of your husband's

treatment. Not everybody can take 
Coumadln or any other medicines used 
for this purpose, for example, the person 
with a history of bleeding ulcers. 


The value of using anti-clotting medi- 


cines Is debatable. You can find well rec- 
ognized authorities who are for It and 
others who believe It has no value, or 
that the problems It causes outweigh any 
advantages that may be obtained. 


This Is an opinion, but I do^llevo that 


anti-clotting medicines should be used 
during the acute heart attack and started 
as soon as possible in the hospital. Then, 
unless there Is a reason not to do so, I 
would prefer to sec patients stay on such 
medicines at least a year after the at- 
tack has occurred. Beyond that period 
of time I am less concerned about its 
use. 


Aspirin does have some anti-clotting 


effects. If you take large doses it can 
cause bleeding from the digestive tract. 
However, one ordinary sized aspirin ta- 
blet In the morning and another in the 
evening is not enough to greatly decrease 
the clotting tendency of the blood. It 
might prevent excessive clotting tenden- 


cies in some people. For any medicine to 
be effective in preventing blood clotting 
problems it must significantly prolong 
the clotting time mechanisms, and to tell 
if It Is or it is not effective the blood'has 
to be tested. I would guess that your 
friend's doctor is not very impressed 
with the value of anti-clotting medicines 
In general for the treatment of heart at- 
tacks. 


There arc some other advantages to 


your husband being seen regularly. The 
doctor can see how well he is sticking to 
his post heart attack program, and this 
may encourage your husband to do so — 
just as the person on a diet Is more like- 
ly to stick to the program if seen 
frequently by a doctor. 


It sounds to me like your husband has 


a conscientious, capable doctor. If he 
wants to, get the full advantage of what 
his doctor can do for him h'e should stick 
with the program, needles and all.

'FulbrighVs failing as ambassadorial watchdog9

WASHINGTON. D C. - If the NIxnn 


administration has hod ambassadorships 
for <ialc, the fault lies as much with chief 
critic. Senator J. William Fulbrlght, as It 
docs with President Nixon. 


For more than a decade, Senator Ful- 


brijfht hni t>ccn chairman of the Senate- 
Foreign Delations Committee. In that po- 
sition, ho could have insisted upon pro- 
fessional itnixl.irds for the career for- 
cijm service and a follow-through on 
charges of mismanagement or corrup- 
tion. 


Instead, ho has Riven only lip service 


to luch standards and abdicated his re- 
sponsibility relative to frauds and mis- 
management. Also, he has given no more 
than 
Ineffective 
uhlnlng complaints 


about alleged deceptions, half truths and 
UPS from witnesses before lib foreign re- 
lations committee. 


Fulbrlght's most recent complaint con- 


cerns the "half-truth" told by parking 
chain owner, Klnjjdon Gould Jr., the 
new US. ambassador to Tim Nether- 
Inmli. 


Under oath. Gould told Fulbrlght's 


committee that he gave only $51,000 to 
the Nixon campaign In ID72. A few days 
Liter, reports on secret giving disclosed 
that Gould's wife, Mary T. Gould, also 


gave $50,000. 


"I gave exactly $51,000," Gould said. 


Rather than pressing vigorously, Ful- 
bright asked, In on Imprecise form: 
"Was that all of your personal and your

family, or yours personally?" 


"That was from me, personally," 


Gould answered without mentioning the 
money given In his wife's name. 


Later Fulbright was quoted as saying: 


"I don't think that's quite candid. I don't 
know how he (Gould) justifies this." 


If Fulbrlght would simply look back at 


the record his committee has made in 
the last dozen years, he would see why 
witnesses feel they can get by with de- 
ceiving his committee on personnel se- 


curity matters, on the responsibility for 
foreign aid frauds, on allegations of pay- 
offs to public officials or on the circum- 
stances surrounding their political con- 
tributions. 


Even when Fulbrlght makes a few 


rude noises about "perjury" or "lies," It 
has always been a reasonably safe bet 
that Chairman Fulbrlght and his staff 
will not get their anger and energy 
cranked up enough to do anything about 


Chairman Fulbrlght admits some of 


the lack of follow-through on frauds and 
perjury, but blames It on the "lack of 
interest" on the part of various com- 
mittee members, who In turn point an 
accusing finger back at the chairman or 
the committee staff. 


Carl Marcy, the staff director, admits 


a lack of aggressive follow-up by the 
staff on conflicting testimony and evi- 
dence of fraud. He does not sec this as 
staff responsibility. "If any of the mem- 
bers of the committee want something 
done, we try to do it," Marcy says. 


In 19G2, the then Senator John J. Wil- 


liams, of Delaware, tried unsuccessfully 
for months to get an answer to questions 
about the role of an ambassadorial nomi- 
nee in a $25,000 payoff in connection with 
a government contract. 


The man was the late Matthew H. 


McCloskey, a wealthy general contractor 


from Philadelphia who had served as 
treasurer for the Democratic National 
Committee. He had been nominated by 
President John F. Kennedy to be Am- 
bassador to Ireland. 


There was no question that an officer 


of one of McCloskey's firms had made a 
payoff to a government official in con- 
nection with the purchase of a shipyard 
at Jacksonville, Fla. Senator Williams 
wanted McCloskey questioned under oath 
about his knowledge of the shipyard deal. 


Chairman Fulbrlght, with the support 


of the Democratic committee members, 
rejected Senator Williams' efforts to put 
McCloskey under oath. McCloskey was 
permitted to get by with a letter of ex- 
planation that he had no knowledge of 
the payoff. 


Although other questions arose, Ful- 


brlght reported the nomination to the 
floor and led the successful push for his 
confirmation. 


Chairman Fulbright's part in that push 


for the McCloskey nomination without 
testimony on the questionable transac- 
tions is in keeping with his general negli- 
gence in failing to pursue other question- 
able operations in the Defense and State 
Departments. 


Fulbright's more recent blunders have 


included the failure to question Henry A. 
Kissinger extensively about the Soviet 
wheat deals, with its extreme political

Housing plan reaction: caution 


, 
Full disclosure of a voluntary 


phin for moderate income housing 
for Ihc Northwest suburbs pre- 
dictably hits caused some action in 
a few suburbs and silence in many 
more. 


Understandably, suburban 
offi- 


cials now want to assess the poten- 
tial impact of the housing plan on 


- their own communities and formu- 
: late their plans for or against the 


housing proposal. The plan re- 
mains a voluntary one and it 
should be remembered that sub- 
urbs which choose not to partial- 


• pate will not face any penalty un- 
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dcr the law for their opposition. 


Nevertheless, we strongly be- 


lieve communities which volunteer 
to include low and moderate In- 
come housing in their future plans 
will be better off than those who 
take the short term view as nay- 
saycrs. 


Thus, it is interesting to note the 


response of several suburban offi- 
cials to the revelations of the 
plan. In Mount Prospect, most 
trustees quickly said they would 
welcome low and moderate income 
housing for the elderly. 


That is a nice, safe political limb 


to climb out on — not nearly as 
politically precarious as open sup- 
port of low and moderate income 
housing plans for just anybody. 


And in Hoffman Estates, newly 


elected Mayor Virginia Hayter pro- 
posed the establishment of a hous- 
ing authority for that community. 
At first that news seemed a wel- 
come administrative step in meet- 
Ing the housing challenge. 


A housing authority has draw- 


backs but such authorities do al- 
low some measure of independence 
from the terrible pressures ex- 
acted on elected officials over 
housing questions. 


Although Mrs. Hayter .calls her 


proposed group an authority, its 
proper term is commission since it 
will have no separate powers and 
will be simply an extension of the 
board and subject to the board's 
enthusiasm or indifference to the 
subject.

I/cvltz said between 
bites of veal and salad at a mid-Manhat- 
tan restaurant. 


"More Important, we've got back our

LKVIT35 MADE ITS mark by pioneer- 


Ing the supermarket concept of selling 
brand name furniture nt discounts up to 
23 per cent. It Involves huge warehouse 
showrooms with all operations under one 
roof and easily accessible to automo- 
biles: quantity buying to get the best unit 
cost figure; heavy advertising around $10 
million this year to produce big volume 
and fust turnover; selling In cartons to 
minimize handling and breakage; elimi- 
nation of expensive frills and services, 
and a minimum of personnel.

A combination of price freezes and 


shortage of natural gas has resulted In 
an obscure, but vital problem in the 
American food supply process — the fer- 
tilizer Industry. 


Anhydrous ammonia is a common and 


essential chemical fertilizer for the large 
crop yields of the American farmer, but 
manufacturers rely on natural gas to 
produce the compound. 


The Industry has a relatively high pri- 


ority rating for the gas actually used in 
the fertilizers, but it has a low rating on 
gas supply for the heating equipment 
necessary for production. 


Also, price freezes here have made for- 


eign markets more profitable, while 
prices of imported gas or nitrogen com- 
pounds remain too high to be used in 
American production during the freeze. 


Several Chicago area firms dealing 


with the liquid fertilizers agree that 
there is a shortage, but none sees cause 
for alarm at this time. It will depend on 
how cold the winter Is, they say, because 
a cold winter could use up more natural 
gas for home heating. 


Consider hiring handicapped 


Secretary of Labor Peter .1. Brcnnan means the only disabled individuals In 


urged employers everywhere to give spe- 
cial consideration to employing handi- 
capped citizens during the week of Oct. 
7-13 — National Employ the Handicapped 
Week. 


Brcnnan particularly asked that cm- 


ploying officers seek out handicapped 
veterans of tho Vietnam era and moke 
every possible attempt to match their 
abilities to available jobs. As of last 
spring, there were more than 340,000 
such veterans receiving disability com- 
pensation. At least half of those disabled 
in line of duty were actively seeking pro- 
ductive work. 


During the past fiscal year, the Veter- 


an's Employment Service has placed 
some 68,000 disabled veterans — a 116 
per cent Increase over the previous year. 
Tho Veteran's Employment Service Is a 
part of the Federal-State employment 
service system. It has testing facilities to 
match a veteran's abilities with any em- 
ployer's job requirements. 


However, disabled veterans arc by no 


the United States who deserve a helping 
hand, Brcnnan added. According to the 
United State Public Health Service, there 
are 409,000 persons using wheelchairs in 
this country, 443,000 using crutches, and 
1,102,000 requiring a prosthetic device.

150,000 


blind persons of working age, only 
one-third of whom are employed. Of 
some 65,000 paraplegics of working age, 
less than one-half arc employed. Less 
than 25 per cent of 400,000 epileptics of

IF NOTHING IS done to correct the 


problem, it could lead to a crop shortage. 
Removal of price controls would be the 
quickest way to remedy the situation, ac- 
cording to Jim Beck, manager of agricul- 
tural marketing research for Inter- 
national Minerals and Chemical Corp. 


Beck said Earl Butz, U.S. Secretary of 


Agriculture, is already recommending 
that price controls be removed from fer- 
tilizer. 


That action would allow producers to 


sell on the domestic market instead of 
overseas, and would allow them to buy 
the more expensive Imported materials 
and still make a profit in sales at home. 


A representative of another Chicago 


firm said, "I believe there is a shortage. 
We're buying as much as we can afford 
right now." 


TWO FIRMS SAID they are not able to 


fill the demand at this time, but said the 
real crunch will come in the spring. 
Farmers who don't buy early may get 
hurt, one spokesman sold. 


Demand for fertilizers is increasing be- 


cause of the current high grain prices. 
Beck sold 20 million acres were planted 
last year that had not been In crops pre- 
viously, and 10 to 15 million acres are 
expected to be added this year. 


Beck said the high grain prices also 


enable the farmers to put more fertilizer 
on each acre to increase yield and still 
make a good profit. The high prices 
could allow the farmer to absorb the in- 
creased cost of fertilizer without passing 
it on to the consumers, he said. 


Beck said the indistry's attitude at this 


point is one of concern, and not alarm. A 
survey taken last year showed nitrogen 
fertilizer production down only 2 per 
cent, he said. 


SUBSTITUTING FOR the fertilizer is 


not feasible, the firms say, because 
nothing else is as efficient and as effec- 
tive as the anhydrous ammonia. Other 
types of fertilizers are necessary, but are 
not substitutes because each Is needed by 
the plants. 


Beck said industry could seek other 


sources of hydrogen (instead of natural 
gas), but the other sources are expensive 
and require new equipment. Some of the 
sources include coal, peat, and naphtha. 
Beck said it is more likely that the 
United States will import the complete 
product from countries with petroleum 
sources, such as Venezuela. 


Non-agricultural uses of the fertilizers 


amount to only 10 per cent, so home gar- 
deners need not worry about the short 
supply. The commercial sales bring in a 
high profit margin, and it Is very unlike- 
ly they would be curtailed.

A pregnancy, unexpected ond unwant- 


ed, remains an emotional nightmare (or 
(lie unprepared mother-to-be. 


Yet the ruinous and scathing social im- 


plication* of the past are abating, par- 
ticularly for the unwed mother. She 
doesn't have to play the role of an out- 
cast. Though painful decisions must still 
be made, today there arc acceptable so- 
lutions to problem pregnancies. Help is 
available. 


Legalized abortion Is one answer. A 


woman's normal lifestyle need not be af- 
fected except for the Initial cost of the 
procedure or, in rare Instances, medical 
complications. 


Out there arc alternatives. Agencies 


and organizations that morally and medi- 
cally oppose abortion arc providing more 
and more outlets to women with a prob- 
lem pregnancy to comfortably and con- 
veniently carry their babies full term. 


And for women who still haven't de- 


cided what they should do, counseling is 
us near as the phone. 


THE KIII.ST HAIIV recently was horn 


In the STAFFE/R program (St. Thercsc 
Alternate Finds Friendly Employment 
and/or Residence) of St. Therese Hospi- 
tal In Wankcgan, a program initiated last 
August as a positive alternative to a- 
bortlon. 


St. Thorcse offers residence to unwed 


mothers and pregnant women who arc 
divorced or separated. Employment is 
offered within the hospital so mothers-to- 
be may pay medical expenses and a to- 
ken room and board. 


Personnel nt St. Thcrse Hospital felt 


there was a need for dealing with adult 
women. STAFFE/Il Is designed for girls 
10 nnd over although the age of the 33 
women currently participating In the 
program b 17-39. No one has been turned 
away. One expectant mother Is from 
Puerto Hlco. 


While It Is up to the Individual mother 


whether she keeps her baby, "more nnd 
more through Individual counseling real- 
Izc that the future of the baby Is better 
with two parents." said Sister DoPazzl 
Zurowskl, program coordinator. 


EACH Glltl, is counseled at least onco 


upon her arrival. Additional counseling is 
available If warranted or requested. 


The PHD (Society for the Preservation 


of Human Dignity) Help Line counsels 
women and aids them through the dura- 
tion of their pregnancies. Help Line coun- 
selors keep In touch with single women 
who have decided to keep their babies to 
make sure that caring for the Infant does 
not become too much of a hardship. 


Today It is estimated that SO per cent 


of unwed mothers do keep their babies. 
And tho percentage Is expected to bo 
even greater In the near future. 


"Wo are a sounding board for any 


woman with a problem pregnancy. Wo 
offer nil kinds of help ... never has 
there been a situation where wo haven't 
been able to find a proper solution," said 
Fran Glllls, president of PHD. 


Twenty-five trained volunteers (an ad- 


ditional 24 stlil arc undergoing training) 
man tho phone, 0 a.m. to 0 p.m. dally, In 
the Palatine office. 


"IN 1072 1300 Incoming calls required 


counseling." continued Mrs. Glllls. "Six- 
ty-eight per cent were made by pregnant 
women although n number of calls camo 
from boy friends or husbands asking us 
to talk to their girl friends nnd wives." 


The PHD Help Line, .150-4010, will not 


refer women who desire nn abortion. Op- 
posed to abortion, PHD has eight trained 
speakers who will talk before organiza- 
tions concerning the dangers of abortion. 
PHD personnel hopo to be able to pro- 


vide this 
Information 
to 
teenagers 


through high schools. 


A volunteer counselor for PHD is given 


six weeks of training which Includes le- 
gal and medical Instruction as well as 
telephone counseling procedures and re- 
sources available to women with unwant- 
ed pregnancies. 


The PHD Help Line Is set up much like 


tho International organization of Birth- 
right, 233-0305, except Birthright has an 
answering service, said Mrs. Glllls. "If a 
woman Is pregnant and upset, she 
doesn't want to be referred or have to 
call back later," she commented. 


I'll!), ALONG with other maternity 


counseling organizations In the area, 
works closely with Booth Memorial Hos- 
pital at 5040 N. Pulnski Rd. In Chicago, a 
self-contained medical and residential fa- 
cility for unwed mothers. 


Total comprehensive care Is offered In- 


cluding prenatal care, delivery and post- 
partum treatment. An accredited Junior 
and senior high school program Is con- 
ducted on the premises so teenagers are 
not penalized In their education. Charges 
arc flexible and based on ability to pay. 


"Tho house count has dropped slightly 


thouBh our out-patient clinic Is still 
booming," said Cathy Griffin, social ser- 
vice coordinator at Booth Memorial. 


There arc no statistics to prove wheth- 


er this is an end result of legalized abor- 
tion or that more girls are simply re- 
maining at home during tho duration of 
their pregnancy. 


There is no longer much of n need to 


hide. Unwed mothers are more readily 
accepted In today's society. 


TEENAGERS In the northwest subur- 


ban area may seek both abortion and 
maternity counseling through the Bridge, 
359-7400 in Palatine. 


If a girl decides to carry her baby, she 


Is referred to tho Bcnscnvllle Homo 
Society. 


"We look at all the problems ... fin- 


ishing school, finding a job. We offer a 
gamut of services according to each 
girl's Individual needs. Our job Is finding 
out what arc the best options for her," 
said Kathleen Hogan, placement super- 
visor for family services at the homo. 


Abortion, performed during the first 


trimester or beginning three months of 
pregnancy, may still be the solution 
some women choose to end an unwanted 
pregnancy. 


The safety of the procedure Is widely 


argued between persons for and against. 


"A legal abortion performed within 


eight weeks of a woman's last period Is 
pretty guaranteed In good hands and fa- 
cilities," said Dr. Jack Davis, a gyneco- 
logist and obstetrician on the medical 
staff of Lutheran General Hospital. 


"And in all probability a woman Is In 


safe hands In legalized facilities," contin- 
ued Dr. Davis. "The risk under eight 
weeks is much less than it used to be 
with criminal abortion." 


nut WAITING can be dangerous. 


"Tho risks more than double at 16 weeks 
what they aro at eight," he added. 


"During the first 10 weeks of preg- 


nancy there Is less likely to be per- 
foration of the uterus than during a regu- 
lar D and C performed after a normal 
miscarriage," said Dr. Jesse Jacobs, a 
gynecologist nnd obstetrician In Arling- 
ton Heights. "In good hands and proper 
facilities there Is little chance of per- 
foration with the suction method." 


"And post-operative Infections which 


might promote sterility can occur as of- 
ten with delivery as with an abortion," 
added Dr. Jacobs. 


"Always with every surgical procedure 


there Is a certain mortality rate. Any 
physician recognizes this."

Mix ono lablcspoonful of cornstnrch 


and two tablcspoonfuls of sugar with one- 
half cup of water and cook together until 
clear; then set aside. Add a bit of salt to 
three egg whites and whip until foamy or 
standing In peaks, at which time you add 
the cornstnrch mixture. Continue beating 
until creamy. Then gradually add six la- 
blospoonful* of sugar, beating until very 
creamy. Pile on the pic and bake 30 min- 
utes nt 323 degrees, or until a golden 
brown.

Well, it's official. Ms. Is In the dictiona- 


ry-It is, for instance, in Webster's New 
Collegiate, which says it's to be used "in- 
stead of Miss or Mrs. (as when the ma- 
rital status of a woman is unknown)." 
The acceptable pronunciation is listed as 
"miz." 


Ms. Is also in the Houghton-Mlfflin stu- 


dent dictionary, published In 1972, and In 
the 1973 edition of the firm's American 
Heritage 
Dictionary. 
Houghton-Mlfflin 


researchers say that Ms. has been in use 
since the 1930s, but that not until 1972 did 
the publisher's computer citation file 
show that It was used enough to become 
part of the language. 


Houghton-Mlfflin dictionaries, by the 


way, give readers a choice of three pro- 
nunciations: Miz," with a short '!"; 
"Mis," with a short "1"; and "em-es," 
with a short "e." "Miz" is the one most 
frequently heard around these parts, per- 
haps because a lot of Midwestemers and 
Southerners have always slurred the 
traditional Mrs. into "Miz," so it seems 
more natural. 


HOWEVER YOU pronounce it, Ms. Is 


an abbreviation of Mistress, which is the 
root of both Miss and Mrs., and which 
was the polite salutation for all women 
back in the time of William Shakespeare. 


More recently, some stenographer's 


manuals have long suggested the use of 
Ms. as a neutral form of salutation. The 
current controversy, however, is very 
much of this decade. As reported in this 
column in 1971, It received national pub- 
licity when Cong. Jonathan B. Bingham, 
D-New York, introduced the idea on the 
floor of the House that all women refer 
to themselves as Ms. 


Although Bingham reported that his 


mall was mostly favorable, most busi- 
ness firms and individuals continued to 
favor the traditional Miss and Mrs. de- 
noting marital status. 


And that's what many women them- 


selves preferred. When a California col- 
umnist polled readers in 1972, Editor & 
Publisher reported that readers over- 
whelmingly said that they preferred Mrs. 
One married 
woman wrote, "When 


someone says to me, 'Are you Mrs. L. by 
any chance?" my mental response is 
'Not by chance, you fool, but by good 
hard work.'" 


READERS WHO preferred Ms., though 


In the minority, were equally outspoken.1 
One said, "Once it may have been neces- 
sary for primitive tribes to establish the 
virginity (or lack of it) of its females. 
Modern man will just have to take his 
chances." 


All in all, it's doubtful if any item of so 


little real consequence ever caused so 
much conversation and conflict. Mer- 
chandisers, of course, were quick to cash 


in. Department stores offered 
"Ms. 


charge accounts." At least one New York 
inn inaugurated "Ms. nights," when no 
man was iallowed at the bar unless es- 
corted by a woman. And a St. Louis 
group announced that it would stage the 
first beauty contest ever using the title 
Ms. for the winner. Entrants, moreover, 
wouldn't even have to specify their ma- 
rital status. 


Meanwhile, the use of Ms. Increased as 


such organizations as the Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity Commission decided to 
address women as Ms. in its letters. The 
light-hearted National Association of 
Professional Bureaucrats suggested that 
things would be simpler if we eliminated 
all sex from salutations, and used 
"MM." for everyone, male and female. 


As you might expect, the argument 


raged hottest in journalism publications. 
Considering how much time it can take 
to check a woman's marital status, you 
might also think that reporters would 
prefer the neutral Ms. Yet scores of jour- 
nalists (would you call them Msogyn- 
ists?) argued that Mrs. or Miss told 
readers something "they are entitled to 
know." 


OTHERS SUGGESTED that if readers 


are entitled to know a woman's marital 
status, then they are equally entitled to 
know a man's marital status. One writer 
suggested that "Mister" might be re- 
served for married men and the title 
"Missed" be used for "men who have 
not achieved that happy state." 


Happy state or no, the use of Ms. does 


seem to be gaining ground. Even happily 
married women sometimes favor the 
title because of the privacy it affords. 
Other women say that in these days 
when women's roles are no longer con- 
fined to the home, it seems anachronistic 
to refer to a woman solely in terms of 
her relationship to men. 


Whatever your opinion, futurists pre- 


dict that the day will come when we'll do 
away with social titles altogether. Then 
Mr., Mrs., Miss, Mistress and even Ms. 
will all be simply a big Mstake.

On a single meal, school-chlldrcn-only 


basis, no school food service can break 
even or provide adequate kitchen pre- 
pared lunches. But if a kitchen is used 
enough, it can support the necessary la- 
bor. 


By serving breakfast from 8 a.m. to 9 


a.m. to children and then to the neigh- 
borhood elderly from 9 a.m. to 10 a.m. 
and again the same sequence for noon to 
2 p.m., the kitchen can support the good 
help needed on a full time basis. Some 
even send home or have the elderly 
"carry out" a nominal dinner meal. 


Tliis program Is not new. It has been 


operated successfully In many urban and 
rural areas. A notable behavioral and 
learning response results in the children. 


The elderly keep their Involvement with 
the community and get economical bal- 
anced foods. 


Before the educator says that teaching, 


not feeding, Is their responsibility, and 
the township officials say they have nev- 
er been involved with school systems, let 
me say this is a new human need sol- 
vable by new approaches. Space? I'd like 
to see the first empty classroom con- 
verted to a dining room giving a little 
consideration In an innovative manner to 
the elderly citizens whose tax dollars 
built and now support the schools from a 
fixed Income. I'd also like the tax dollars 
to serve the school children of the young 
mother who wants or needs to work.

Our family moved to Des Plaines less 


than two years ago along with a vow to 
stay away from school board meetings. 
Our bodies have stayed away; but our 
minds continue to be involved. Basically 
we feel the Dist. 62 dispute is between 
the elected board and the hired teachers. 
The problems are repeated In most 
school districts and are seldom resolved 
to anyone's satisfaction. Bicker if you 
must, but don't expect much sympathy 
about having to get up at 6:30 some 
morning because of a meeting when a 
kid's father got up at 5:15 a.m. five days 
a week for 13 years — and did not arrive 
home until 6:30 p.m. 


So much for our personal problems! 


We have to assume the teachers came to 
Dist. 62 for a reason. Salaries are fairly 
basic in school districts, so we can rea- 
sonably believe money was not their ob- 
ject. That pretty much leaves the system 
— it either gives them freedom to teach 
as they like or is open to suggestions. We 
would like to be assured most teachers 
enjoy being creative — and the Dist. B2 
teachers we have met have left us with 
that image. 


Tenure comes to any teacher who can 


pass a two year probationary period (or 
in some cases three years) and their 
"experience" raises are automatic. Few 
people have such job security. We can 
well understand anyone trying to im- 
prove his lot — so we can understand the 
teachers' demands. They should remem- 
ber they were hired to teach! Other 
people were hired ns administrators and 
some "lucky" people were elected to 
serve on the school board. 


A board's duty is to establish school 


policy, attend to the district finances, 
and to hire and fire teachers — upon the 
superintendent's 
recommendations. 
A 


school board that lets itself become in- 
volved with the nitty-gritty of each 
school is a real pain — to everybody. 


We were surprised that the board of- 


fered no raise at all; but the request of a 
12 per cent raise is a little much. That 
would mean nearly $1,000 raise for a be- 
ginning teacher. A welcome amount to 
any of us, but really! 


Few people expect teachers to live on 


dedication, and fewer of us expect them 
to be so preoccupied with money that 
they neglect the job at hand. 


It seems we should return to an em- 


ployer — employe relationship. After all, 
we can't all be bosses. In such a situ- 
ation the board would listen to teachers, 
principals, and superintendent until De- 
cember. They should draw up a contract 
and give it to the teachers in January. 
These contracts would be signed and re- 
turned in March. If a contract is not re- 
turned it is assumed the teacher no long- 
er cares to be employed by the district 
ard the board would hire a replacement. 
While we perhaps would lose some ex- 
cellent teachers, there is no shortage of 
applicants and there might be some ex- 
cellent "material" waiting to be hired. 


The board should be reasonable in its 


offering as should the teachers in their 
suggestions. Where can it end if the 
teachers should demand a 12 per cent 
increase each year? 


We agree with the teachers that class 


sizes are too large. It would be difficult 
to find smaller class sizes and we can 
point out larger ones. However the de- 
mands that teachers make would make 
any board hesitate to take on more per- 
sonnel. 


Teachers have a very effective wedge 


— children. I don't mind a forced va- 
cation if the teachers do strike (and that 
is an innuendo floating around) but I 
have no intention of sending my kids to 
school longer in spring. I even publicly 
offer to "baby sit" a class so they won't 
lose days and state aid. I suspect they 
would learn as much from me as they do 
from the many substitutes that are being 
called in right now (as well as absent 
teachers not being replaced by substi- 
tutes). Hopefully, both sides of this dis- 
pute will pretend to be mature and com- 
promise for the good of the district and 
its taxpayers.

Should I encourage them to play 
baseball In the spring and take the 
chance of them losing interest as poten- 
tial varsity golfers? There's really noth- 
ing for them to do this spring as memcrs 
of the frosh-soph team.!'

Conant's veteran coach Barry Carlson 


disagreed with the drawbacks and sup- 
ported the fall schedule. "We've got 12 
boys who arc pretty equal on our varsity, 
so there Is never a lack of enthusiasm or 
competition.

League for taking the initiative and ex- 
perimenting with the fall setup that will 
have a strong bearing on whether the Il- 
linois High School Association adopts the 
proposal statewide.

Notebook

WHEN YOU TALK with only a few 


members of a particular Irxiustry, you 
arc never quite certain whether or not 
you arc Retting a representative opinion. 
But In talks with several sales executives 
and others In the recreational vehicle In- 
dustry, one can detect a definite decline 
In tho popularity of Mr. Johnny Cash, for 
example. 


There Is little doubt that sales in the 


once-burgeoning rccvce business arc on 
tho downside. One manufacturer, for ex- 
ample, with a production capacity of 10 
finished moiorhomcs per day, is cur- 
rently finishing one motor-home per day. 


Not only la the pressure on from the 


likes of Ralph Nader, who one source 
said Is demanding a recall of 50,000 mo- 
torhomcs for safety defects, but manu- 
facturers also admit that the "gasoline 
shortage" has caused great suffering 
among almost all phases of the tourist, 
recreational arxl vacation Industries. 


That there are area* of the country 


where a shortage Is very real, there 
deems little doubt. Whether the shortage 
l« natural, or created by the oil Industry 
Itself l« the question bothering some 
spokesmen. 
• This tourist, and many others who 
Regularly correspond with our desk, real- 
ize that In Illinois and neighboring states 
there seems to be no shortage except 
that created by Isolated "strikes" or or- 
ganized holdouts. In Wisconsin, for ex- 
ample, whore wo had been ted to believe 
that severe shortages could Interrupt va- 
cations, there is not only no shortage of 
gasoline — but you con con buy It, in 
some areas, for as low as 32 cents per 
gallon, and almost everywhere for 34 to 
3ti cents a gallon. 


This was obviously not a good year to 


be in the recreational vehicle business. 
Buyers tended to believe that they might 
lx> unnblo to purchase gasoline for their 
fuel-hungry machines, no sales were 
down. It was also not a year to be in the 
Wisconsin resort business, since tourists 
tended to stay home, believing, again, 
they might be unable to buy gasoline to 
get home. (Wisconsin resort owners arc 
also still smarting under tho tremendous 
Increases In non-resident hunting and 
fishing fees, which have created an addi- 
tional shortage of tourists.) 


There appears to bo nothing anyone 


can do to cause Wisconsin to be more 
realistic in Its price fixing. Out, as men- 
tioned, some members of the recreation- 
al vehicle Industry say they have stopped 
buying Johnny Cash records.

duck shooters. Duck hunting Is even bet- 
ter as you progress further north, cither 
Into the Madison area, or northeast Into 
Manilowoc county — where, Incidentally, 
the woodcock and grouse hunting Is also 
very good and the hunting pressure light. 


For the dichnrds — northern pike fish- 


Ing is pretty good throughout the south- 
ern and southeast area of the state, while 
bass and bluegllls continue action for the 
anglers who don't mind a chilly morning 
or evening. 


Lake Michigan fishing remains good to 


excellent, depending on what morning 
you're out and who you're with. Off Ra- 
cine and Kcnosha counties It's very good, 
with some large catches of lake trout, 
chlnook and coho being taken. Off 
Waukcgan It's a little slower, but when 
you're with a skipper in a big enough 
boat that can take you out even If the 
weather Isn't so nice, the fishing is ex- 
cellent. This is no time for small boat 
fishing on the big lake. 


In response to many Inquiries, the fall 


color Is Wisconsin should bo at its peak 
this weekend, especially in northern Wis- 
consin, Although color is good throughout 
tho state. 


Fall colors are especially brilliant 


around Bayflcld and Douglas counties, 
and color has already peaked and Is 
beautiful around Woodruff and Antlgo. 
It's about 75 per cent perfect right now 
near Wisconsin Rapids. And besides the 
foliage, the goose-watching at Necedah 
refugo Is great! 


Aspen, sumac and maples arc provid- 


ing good color In the area around La- 
Crossc and maximum color should be on 
display at Mcnonomle. Peak color will 
appear this weekend In Door county — 
which is beautiful anytime of the year — 
and good color will also be visible in Sha- 
wn no and Oconto counties and in the 
Kcttlo Moraine. 


Foliage is still heavy, which makes the 


sightseers very happy, but it is hinder- 
ing, to a small amount, the grouse and 
woodcock hunting in tho same areas. The 
birds arc well hidden in the leaves that 
remain firmly attached to the branches.

Chief Wnync Winter said yesterday the 


new "sleeper" duty will enable firemen 
ID respond to calls faster and will cut 
dimn the number of alerts for the uliolc 
deportment. 


Three men will he on duty each night 


from !) p.m. to at least fi a.m. beginning 
Nov. I. In each set of three men, there 
will lie a paramedic and an engineer 
(commonly known as driver). The third 
man will often be a paramedic since 
there nrc 13 in the department. 


"They will be able to answer any kind 


of call and it should save two to three 
minutes response time," Winter said. 
Out the number of minutes saved could 
multiply in thu winter months when vol- 
unteer firemen 
must dress heavier, 


scrape Ice off their windshields and drive 
in snow storms. 


IVINTKK ALSO HKES the new system 


ns helping the department continue for a 
longer time as a volunteer force. The 
three man on-dtity force will be able to 
handle ambulance runs, trash fires and 
other minor fire call runs. Under the cur- 
rent system with no on-duty nlghtmcn, 


the whole department is alerted on a fire 
call. 


"Now for CO to 70 per cent of the calls, 


the whole force won't be alerted," Winter 
said. "They will be alerted only if there 
is a second call while the night-duty men 
are out on duty." 


This will make it easier on the fire- 


men, making the volunteer department 
system easier on them. Winter said that 
should prolong the volunteer depart- 
ment's life. 


Buffalo Grove officials arc currently 


studying the feasibility of a municipal 
fire department. If such is formed, at 
some time the men will have to be paid. 


THOSE ON "sleeper" duty won't be 


paid, though, at least not until after June 
1. Winter said no funds have been budg- 
eted for compensating the men but the 
program has been set up because "they 
want to do It."

The 73 acres proposed for the village 


center Is bounded by III. Hie. B.1 on the 
cast, Buffalo Grove Hoad on the west 
and Lake-Cook Hoad on the south. The 
center, ns depleted by Aldroos would not 
only serve village residents, but would 
attract persons on a regional basis.

Apathy vanishes 


The shell of apathy that is typical 


to millions of Americans Was broken 
last night with a stroke of a pen and 
a voice from the heart. 


It was a solemn, somber Jewish 


community that came together in the 
Northwest suburbs and nationwide to 
give of themselves — their spirit, 
compassion, love and, most impor- 
tant, their money — to assist Israel 
in its latest confrontation with its 
Arab enemies. 


It was an hour of prayer for the 


survival of Israel and all that it 
stands for to the world's Jewish pop- 
ulation. To all Jews, in all the strife, 
Israel 
embodies 
sacrifice, 
per- 


secution, survival and determination. 


Since the "Yom Kippur War," as it 


lias come to be known, began on the 
holiest day of the Jewish calendar 
five days ago, a last-minute cam- 
paign was planned to raise money, 
not for the Israeli war effort, but to 
buy such important war-time neces- 
sities as blood, bandages and mcili- 
cinc. 


At two locations in the Noitlmest 


suburbs an estimated 400 pert ens 
came to hear speeches designed to 
rally the listeners into donating mon- 
ey to various organizations charged 
with funncling the funds to Israel. 
One rally was at the Belli Tilcvah 
Congregation in Hoffman Estates. 


AT HOWARD JOHNSON'S Motor 


Lodge in Palatine more than 200 per- 
sons sang Hebrew songs as the Is- 
raeli flag flew in a large banquet 
room. 


Thirty minutes after the Palatine 


meeting had ended, $15,000 in contri- 
butions had been collected by the ral- 
ly's organizers. 


It was obvious that the apathy 


problem was conquered with the 
common bond that brought together 
some of the 1,400 Jewish families liv- 
ing In the Northwest suburbs. 


"People seem to band together in 


time of need and disaster," said Mrs. 


Dollars pledged at two sites 


Jeivish community rallies to back Israel 


War in the Middle East once again has drawn strong emo- 


tional and financial support for Israel from the Northwest 
suburban Jewish community. 


The latest outbreak of fighting, according to one local Jew- 


ish leader, was caused by an Arab world envious of its Israeli 
neighbor. 


Because of this, says Rabbi Mordecai Rosen, the Israeli 


Nation has become a target of aggression and mistreatment 
that periodically results in the killing of thousands of soldiers 
and civilians and the destruction of land. 


Rosen contends the whole history of war between the two 


foes is the result of meddling on the part of the Soviet Union 
which heaps supplies, money and encouragement on the Arab 
countries to keep the hostilities going. 


MAJOR FIGHTING erupted late last week after a six-year 


lull when Egypt and Syria entered Arab territory held since 
1987 by Israel. Almost immediately, while the Jewish country 
was defending itself, American Jews mobilized a fund-raising 
campaign to help pay for medical supplies and social services 
for the duration of the war. Tuesday night's series of mass 
rallies culminated those efforts 


Rosen, of Congregation Beth Judca in Buffalo Grove, likens 


the Arab attitude toward Israel to the Nazi's treatment of 
Jews in Germany where Jews were blamed for the economic 
and social problems in that country. 


"The whole war is a fake," says Rosen "The Arabs don't 


even claim they're after their land. They're just blaming the 
other guy" for their own suffering economy. He says the 
Arabs arc jealous because Israel is "blossoming and bloom- 
ing." 


"The Arabs can't even join forces. They never will get 


together. There's no cause. Israel has done r/othing to them. 
What could Saudi Arabia want from Israel? There is nothing 
they can use or want in Israel." 


ROSEN BELIEVES tile Arab countries wage war against 


Israel because they have nothing else to show for their exis- 
tence. They aren't solving their own problems, he says, so 
they fight Israel to keep their governments from being over- 
thrown by a restive population. 


The other reason for engaging Israel in battle, says Rosen, 


is the prodding of the Arabs' major supporters, the Soviet 
Union. The Russians, according to Rosen, tell the Arabs there 
will be no consequences as a result of their actions and that 
win or lose they will continue to receive weapons and sup- 
plies. 


"What's insane about this," he says, "is that the Arabs 


don't even expect a victory over Israel." 


Rabbi Hillel Gamoran, of Beth Tikvah Congregation in 


Hoffman Estates, echoes the sentiments of his fellow Rabbi. 
"It has been the aim of the Arab armies to destroy the State 
of Israel," he says. "Israel is asking only one thing and that 
is to live in peace with their neighbors. Their hand has al- 
ways been extended in friendship." 


Sherwood Zwirn, of the west subur- 
ban chapter of the Women's Organi- 
zation for Rehabilitation and Train- 
ing, one of the organizers of the ral- 
ly. "People turn to temples in time 
of grief or in time of need." 


ACCORDING TO Rabbi Mordecai 


Rosen, the demonstration in support 
of Israel meant more than just pro- 
viding money for medical and social 
.services. "It gives Jews a feeling of 


solidarity in face of what is felt by 
Jews throughout the world as an at- 
tack upon the center of Jewish life 
and the birthplace of Jewish life in 
which Jews feel close to and bound 
up. Israel is both a religious and 
Jewish center." 


According to Jewish leaders, the 


outbreak of hostilities in the Middle 
East has brought together Jews 
throughout the world and made them 


more aware and secure of their reli- 
gion. 


But still, the overriding goal, they 


said, is a lasting peace. Last night 
they sang the words of two Hebrew 
songs with the idealistic message, 
"Behold how good and how pleasant 
it is for brothers to dwell together." 


The other says, "Nations shall not 


lift up sword against nation, nor shall 
they learn war anymore."

but I think that was the only time I sin- 
ccrcly prayed," Thomas Fogarty said 
quietly. "I told God I didn't want to die 
and I meant It." 


Tho Rolling Meadows flro chief was re- 


calling a second heart attack suffered 
two months ago In Northwest Community 
Hospital'.* Intensive caro unit only days 
after ho had been revived by fellow fire- 
men from a seizure which had left him a 
breath away from death. 


Tho first severe attack had occurred 


the night of Aug. 16. Fogarty, SI, hod no 
apparent vital life signs when five of his 
own paramedics, Lt. Ted Locsch, Robert 
Cooney, Donald Gustafson, Roger Hugg, 
and liaymond Wolncr, worked to revive 
him. 


"After that, T thought I was coming 


nlong fine," Fogarty said, remembering 
tlto ordcnl. "It was several days after- 
ward ami I had just finished eating din- 
ner when Dr. (Felix) Krock camo In to 
examine mo and I began to feel It com- 
ln« on." 


"I think I am tho only man who's felt 


what a dcflbrlllator feels like because 1 


wasn't completely out when they used It. 
The whole room lit up and I felt like a 
bolt of lightning hit me. The next thing I 
knew I was on my way to Presbyterian- 
St. Luke's (medical center). 


"I think from that prayer, though, I 


must have been more confident because 
I wasn't as apprehensive of the operation 
as I might have been." 


THE ATTACK was one of several Fo- 


garty experienced In the hospital and 
which led to a decision that open heart 
surgery would be needed. That surgery, 
performed only a month ago yesterday, 
has given Fogarty what he calls "the 
heart of a 6-year-old." 


But more than the surgery, Fogarty 


speaks almost passionately of what sav- 
ed his life tho night of the first attack on 
Aug. 16, his fire department's paramedic 
program. 


"I don't remember anything from that 


Wednesday (tho day before the attack). I 
don't remember getting out of bed or 
telling my wife I had the pains. I didn't 
really come to until after several days In 
the Intensive caro unit at the hospital. 


"I can't say enough for the paramedic 


program," ho said thoughtfully In his 
home yesterday. "In the beginning I

was the devil's advocate because I 
said 'let's go a little slowly on 
this,' not because of the program be- 
cause I thought it was a good program, 
but because of all the different equip- 
ment that was available." Investment in 
the proper kind of equipment when the 
program started was vital, Fogarty said, 
and a move requiring thoughtful consid- 
eration. 


HE NEVER questioned the worthiness 


of the program, however. 


"I thought it was tremendous. I went 


to Springfield to help push it through 


committee and we wrote to many of the 
representatives and the governor. Of 
course we got some static in the begin- 
ning from nurses and doctors who 
thought we were treading on their toes." 


"I think the program should be'state- 


wide and even nation-wide for that mat- 
ter. They do a magnificent job. The 
paramedics are very dedicated to the 
program because they can see they're 
saving a life. 


"Every man can't be a paramedic, of 


course. We're still primarily a fire de- 
partment." 


But on that point Fogarty, who helped 


organize the city's fire department some 
17 years ago, admits the role of the fire 
department has expanded considerably 
beyond the realm of firefightlng. 


ALONG WITH combating fires, depart- 


ments today handle medical calls, ambu- 
lance calls, fire prevention, and a variety 
of emergency situations, Fogarty said. 
"This week is fire prevention week, but 
we're even going to have to expand that 
beyond a week to cover all the services 
we perform,"he said. 


"There has been a big change from the 


image of a fireman just sitting around 
waiting for a fire call. That old Image Is 


gone. We used to get people calling say- 
ing 'we hate to bother you', but they 
don't say that anymore. I'm glad to see 
that trend." 


There Is a closeness among firemen, 


too, wtilch Fogarty said must be part of 
the work. "You can't hold a grudge 
against a man and go Into a burning 
building with him. I wouldn't be here to 
talk about it If it hadn't have been for 
them, although I'm a firm believer in the 
idea that nothing gets done without His 
guidance. 


"My men never got paid for going to 


school (for paramedic training)," he 
said. The city Invested $7,000 in partici- 
pating In the northwest suburban pilot 
program, but training was on a volun- 
tary basis, he said. 


"NOW WE TREAT people at the scene 


and do everything they would get at a 
hospital. This is the hardest thing to 
teach the public. We have to treat at the 
scene; we're not wasting time, we're 
saving a life. 


"I had one shift that was a little weak 


during the training, and I told them 
'you're going to be paramedics.' Dr. 
(Stanley) Zydlo (head of the program at 
Northwest Community Hospital) worked 


with them extra on Sundays on their own 
time, and strangely enough the first ma- 
jor accident we had was when that shift 
was on duty. 


"Dr. Zydlo was there and he told me 


'you don't have to worry about them.' 


"I think we have had seven saves in 


Rolling Meadows counting me," Fogarty 
said. "I don't know how anyone could not 
adopt this program If 1) they have the 
money and 2) they have the men and the 
equipment. 


IN COMMENTING on his lifesaving 


experience, Fogarty dismisses the per- 
sonal national publicity it has drawn, but 
affirmed his intent to do all he can to 
promote the establishment of paramedic 
programs around the state and nation. 


"I've told Dr. Zydlo that anything I 


can do to promote the program, I'll be 
glad to do. I don't think there's anything 
In the world like it as far as the potential 
for saving lives. I experienced it; I can 
see what they could do. 


"For what the city has Invested, I 


think the lives it has saved have re- 
turned more than any other investment 
the city has and maybe will ever make. 


"I know what my life is worth to m« 


and my family."

Storimvaler retention basin sought 
Flood relief for southwest side? 


by STEVE BROWN 


Residents on the southwest side of DCS 


Plaines should be able to look forward to 
a relief from flooding in the not-too-dis- 
tant future. 


City officials will be seeking bids for a 


major project that will increase the ca- 
pacity of a stormwater retention basin on 
Oakton Street near Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue. 


However, they will be looking at those 


bids with their fingers crossed because 
Initial cost estimates arc about twice the 
amount that the city has budgeted for 
the work. 


PLANS FOR the project for which the 


city has budgeted $140,000 but which may 
have a final price tag of more than 
$300,000, were unveiled before the city 
council's water and sewer committee 
Monday. 


The project has been In the planning 


stages since 1970, but no money has been 
available. The city now plans to use fed- 
eral revenue sharing funds to finance the 
project. 


Assistant City Engineer Ellis Perl said 


the project should go a long way towards 
relieving flooding conditions In the area 
In the future. 


The city hopes to let bids on the proj- 


ect next month and hopefully have most 
of the project completed before next 
spring. 


While the large difference between the 


estimated cost of the project and the 
money the city has budgeted could cause 
delays, city officials believe several fac- 
tors could reduce the difference between 
the two amounts considerably. 


BECAUSE THE project will not be 


completed until next year, the city can 
allocate money from next year's budget 
to cover any additional costs. Also, the 
bids for the excavation work could be 
sharply below what the city has esti- 
mated. Excavation cost could be much 
less than the estimated $100,000 depend- 
ing on the amount of winter work con- 
tractors have already agreed to dp. 


If the currently tight mortgage money 


market continues to slow down other 
types of construction, contractors may 
reduce the bids for the excavation proj- 
ect. 


THE EXCAVATION project is one of 


several solutions proposed by the engi- 
neering firm of Clorba, Spies, Gustafson 
and Co. of Wilmette to correct flooding 
problems in the city's eighth ward. 


City engineers also believe the project 


will also offer recreational potential once 
It is completed. 


By Increasing the size of the present 


retention basin, which in some cases will 
make more than three feet deeper in 
some spots, the city will more than 


double the capacity of the basin. 


The city has planned to approach the 


park district with the idea of turning 
over the basin for recreational purposes, 
possibly allowing ice skating in the win- 
ter.

Two feasibility studies, one on non-

conducted this school year In Elk Grove 
Towashlp School Dlst. 89. 


Tho two studies are part of a nine-point 


ll.it of educational and administrative ob- 
jectives adopted by the Dlst. 59 school 
board recently. Tho district serves Elk 
Grove Village, and parts of DCS Plalncs, 
Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


The school board recommendations, 


according to board member Erwln Pok-

If the study showed 
the program would be beneficial, then 
tho program would be started at one 
school as a pilot program before adopt- 
ing It district-wide. 


The study will be done this year with 


district personnel, according to Poklacki. 
No outside agency will be called in to' 
make the study. 


The second feasibility study will be on 


allowing children to enter kindergarten 
at age five, "a topic that's been kicked 
around for some time," said Poklacki. If 
the feasibility study shows that allowing 
children to enter school at their birthday 
would be beneficial, the program would 
probably get started as another pilot pro- 
gram in one or two schools, according to 
Poklackl. 


POKLACKI POINTED out there are 


obvious problems that would arise from 
such a new system. "We don't know how 
the teachers will react to having new 
children in class at various times of the 
year," he said. 


Poklacki added that many preschool 


programs in the area make a point of 
adding children periodically throughout 
the year. "The new children are added 


slowly and learn from their peers," he 
said. 


At the present time, children entering 


kindergarten in September must be five 
years old by Dec, 1 of the year they en- 
ter. That means a child born on Dec. 1 
would have to wait a whole year before 
starting school, while another youngster 
born one day earlier could start school. 


"We (the school board) sympathize" 


with parents whose children are on the 
borderline of entering school," said Pok- 
lacki.

Three arc professional coun- 
selors who meet with every client; tho 
Mirroumllnrts nro bright, clean and mod- 
ern; the staff members arc efficient and 
take lire time to be kind.

They 
come to the clinic with a verification of 
their pregnancy In hand and a cashier's 
check or money order In their pocket.

to a small auditorium with comfortable 
directors chairs. A counselor gives a 
brief dissertation on the "procedure." 
She doesn't downplay the fact that there 
may be pain, cramping, or strange feel- 
ings. She encourages questions. She ex- 
plains tho danger of becoming pregnant. 
again Immediately after the abortion and 
plugs birth control for those who are go- 
ing to remain sexually active. 


The women fill out medical forms. 


Some go to the lab for further tasting. 
The clinic won't perform abortions on 
those who are more than 12-wecks so 
some are referred to other facilities. 


BEFORE THE procedure is performed 


each woman receives individual coun- 
seling. Tho counselor tries to make sure 
the woman has come to the decision to 
have an abortion on her own, and more 
important, that it is tho right decision for 
her. 


Some have a last-minute change of 


mind. Some are troubled and asked to go 
home a few days and think about it. 
Each woman reacts In her own way. 


Generally the woman is on her way 


home in little moro than an hour. Tho 
abortion Is over and tho clinic's work is 
done. For some women, the luckier ones, 
there is a person waiting at home — be It 
counselor, relative or friend — to give 
her support, to care. 


I was a visitor and I felt tho nervous- 


ness, sensed the fear, doubt and* relief 
tho women in the clinic must have felt. 


"It must be a difficult job," I said to 


ono of the counselors. 


"It's much more difficult for the wom- 


en who come here," she said. "Abortion 
is not an easy decision, but each woman 
has a right to choose. I'm just here to 
help her through."

Jeivish community rallies to back Israel 


War in the Middle East once again lias drawn strong emo- 


tional and financial support for Israel from the Northwest 
suburban Jewish community. 


The latest outbreak of fighting, according to one local Jew- 


ish leader, was caused by an Arab world envious of its Israeli 
neighbor, 


Because of this, says Rabbi Mordecai Rosen, the Israeli 


Nation has become a target of aggression and mistreatment 
that periodically results in the killing of thousands of soldiers 
and civilians and the destruction of larxl. 


Rosen contends the whole history of war between the two 


foes is the result of meddling on the part of the Soviet Union 
which heaps supplies, money and encouragement on the Arab 
countries to keep the hostilities going. 


MAJOR FIGHTING erupted late last week after a six-year 


lull when Egypt and Syria entered Arab territory held since 
1!)67 by Israel. Almost immediately, while the Jewish country 
was defending Itself, American Jews mobilized a fund-raising 
campaign to help pay for medical supplies and social services 
for the duration of the war. Tuesday night's series of mass 
rallies culminated those efforts. 


Rosen, of Congregation Beth Judea in Buffalo Grove, likens 


the Arab attitude toward Israel to the Nazi's treatment of 
Jews in Germany where Jews were blamed for the economic 
and social problems in that country. 


"The whole war is a fake," says Rosen. "The Arabs don't 


even claim they're after their land. They're just blaming the 
other guy" for their own suffering economy. He says the 
Arabs arc jealous because Israel is "blossoming and bloom- 
Ing." 


"The Arabs can't even join forces. They never will get 


together. There's no cause. Israel has done rx>thing to them. 
What could Saudi Arabia want from Israel? There is nothing 
they can use or want in Israel." 


KOSEN BELIEVES the Arab countries wage war against 


Israel because they have nothing else to show for their exis- 
tence. They aren't solving their own problems, he says, so 
they fight Israel to keep their governments from being over- 
thrown by a restive population. 


• The other reason for engaging Israel in battle, says Rosen, 
is the prodding of the Arabs' major supporters, the Soviet 
Union. The Russians, according to Rosen, tell the Arabs there 
will be no consequences as a result of their actions and that 
win or lose they will continue to receive weapons and sup- 
plies. 


"What's insane about this," he says, "is that the Arabs 


don't even expect a victory over Israel." 


Rabbi Hillcl Gamoran, of Beth Tikvah Congregation in 


Hoffman Estates, echoes the sentiments of his fellow Rabbi. 
"It has been the aim of the Arab armies to destroy the State 
of Israel," he says. "Israel is asking only one thing and that 
is to live in peace with their neighbors. Their hand has al- 
ways been extended in frier/dship." 


Sherwood Zwirn, of the west subur- 
ban chapter of the Women's Organi- 
zation for Rehabilitation and Train- 
ing, one of the organizers of the ral- 
ly. "People turn to temples in time 
of grief or in time of need." 


ACCORDING TO Rnbbi Mordecai 


Rosen, the demonstration in support 
of Israel meant more than just pro- 
viding money for medical and social 
services. "It gives Jews a feeling of 


solidarity in face of what is felt by 
Jews throughout the world as an at- 
tack upon the center of Jewish life 
and the birthplace of Jewish life in 
which Jews feel close to and bound 
up. Israel is both a religious and 
Jewish center." 


According to Jewish leaders, the 


outbreak of hostilities in the Middle 
East has brought together Jews 
throughout the world and made them 


more aware and secure of their reli- 
gion. 


But still, the overriding goal, they 


said, is a lasting peace. Last night 
they sang the words of two Hebrew 
songs with the idealistic message, 
"Behold how good and how pleasant 
it is for brothers to dwell together." 


The other says, "Nations shall not 


lift up sword against nation, nor shall 
they learn war anymore."

The Prospect High School football

214 football fields arc going to bo 
the subject of an Investigation patterned 
a f t e r those conducted by federal 
agencies after an airplane crash. 


Although some fellow board members 


objected to the "airline crash" simile, 
board member Richard Bachhubcr said 
the Investigation Is necessary since the 
Prospect lights malfunctioned Sept. 21 
during a football game. 


As a result of n short In one of the light 


posts during a Prospect-Arlington foot- 
ball game, the fence on the cast side of 
the football field became electrified. No 
one was Injured because of the malfunc- 
tion and two weeks ago district officials 
reported that they were investigating the 
cause of the problem. 


SINCE THEN, according to Tom Cos- 


grove, director of the physical plant, new 
electrical grounds have been Installed for 
the fence and plans have been mode to 
check the ground on the light pole. 


"Tho specifications called for an 8-foot 


copper grounding post," Cosgrovc said, 
"and apparently In the five years since 
the lights were Installed we've lost some 
of that ground. I don't understand what 
could have happened." 


Bachhubcr said he Is concerned with 


finding the exact cause of the problem 
because "If that Installation were proper 
and safe we shouldn't have to ground the 
fence." He added that he, Cosgrove, rep- 
resentatives of Commonwealth Edison 
Co. and the contractor who originally in- 
stalled the lights should all get together 
to review the problem. 


"When you start having several things 


go wrong you can get In real trouble," 
Bachhubcr said. "This time we lucked 
out, but when these things happen it 
should be just like an airplane accident 
— wo should investigate to reconstruct 
the chain of events." 


The lights were installed about five 


years ago because of the efforts of 
Knights for Lights, a non-profit parents' 
organization. Jack Costello, now a mem- 
ber of the Dlst. 214 board, was president 
of Knights for Lights.

The free garbage bag distribution pro- 


gram, originally planned as a tax rebate 
program, also will go Into effect this 
year as "a service of the village."

Apathy vanishes 


The shell of apathy that is typical 


to millions of Americans was broken 
lust night with a stroke of a pen and 
a voice from the heart. 


It was a solemn, somber Jewish 


community that came together in the 
Northwest suburbs and nationwide to 
give of themselves — their spirit, 
compassion, love and, most impor- 
tant, their money — to assist Israel 
In Its latest confrontation with its 
Arab enemies.

cine.

with funncling the funds to Israel.

Congregation in Hoffman Estates.

Thirty minutes after the Palatine

Jewish community rallies to back Israel 


War in the Middle East once again has drawn strong emo- 


tional and financial support for Israel from the Northwest 
suburban Jewish community. 


The latest outbreak of fighting, according to one local Jew- 


ish leader, was caused by an Arab world envious of its Israeli 
neighbor. 


Because of this, says Rabbi Mordecai Rosen, the Israeli 


Nation has become a target of aggression and mistreatment 
that periodically results in the killing of thousands of soldiers 
and civilians and the destruction of land. 


Rosen contends the whole history of war between the two 


foes is the result of meddling on the part of the Soviet Union 
which heaps supplies, money and encouragement on the Arab 
countries to keep the hostilities going. 


MAJOR FIGHTING erupted late last week after a six-year 


lull when Egypt and Syria entered Arab territory held since 
1967 by Israel. Almost immediately, while the Jewish country 
was defending itself, American Jews mobilized a fund-raising 
campaign to help pay for medical supplies and social services 
for the duration of the war. Tuesday night's scries of mass 
rallies culminated those efforts. 


Rosen, of Congregation Beth Judea in Buffalo Grove, likens 


the Arab attitude toward Israel to the Nazi's treatment of 
Jews in Germany where Jews were blamed for the economic 
and social problems in that country. 


"The whole war is a fake," says Rosen. "The Arabs don't 


even claim they're after their land. They're just blaming the 
other guy" for their own suffering economy. He says the 
Arabs arc jealous because Israel is "blossoming and bloom- 
ing." 


"The Arabs can't even join forces. They never will get 


together. There's no cause. Israel has done nothing to them. 
What could Saudi Arabia want from Israel? There is nothing 
(hey can use or want in Israel." 


HOSEN BELIEVES the Arab countries wage war against 


Israel because they have nothing else to show for their exis- 
tence. They aren't solving their own problems, he says, so 
they fight Israel to keep their governments from being over- 
thrown by a restive population. 


The other reason for engaging Israel in battle, says Rosen, 


is the prodding of the Arabs' major supporters, the Soviet 
Union. The Russians, according to Rosen, tell the Arabs there 
will be no consequences as a result of their actions and that 
win or lose they will continue to receive weapons and sup- 
plies. 


"What's insane about this," he says, "is that the Arabs 


don't even expect a victory over Israel." 


Rabbi Hillcl Gamoran, of Beth Tikvah Congregation in 


Hoffman Estates, echoes the sentiments of his fellow Rabbi. 
"It has been the aim of the Arab armies to destroy the State 
of Israel," he says. "Israel is asking only one tiling and that 
is to live in peace with their neighbors. Their hand has al- 
ways been extended in friendship." 


Sherwodd Zwirn, of the west subur- 
ban chapter of the Women's Organi- 
zation for Rehabilitation and Train- 
ing, one of the organizers of the ral- 
ly. "People turn to temples in time 
of grief or in time of need." 


ACCORDING TO Rabbi Mordecai 


Rosen, the demonstration in support 
of Israel meant more than just pro- 
viding money for medical and social 
services. "It gives Jews a feeling of 


solidarity in face of what is felt by 
Jews throughout the world as an at- 
tack upon the center of Jewish life 
and the birthplace of Jewish life in 
which Jews feel close to and bound 
up. Israel is both a religious and 
Jewish center." 


According to Jewish leaders, the 


outbreak of hostilities in the Middle 
East has brought together Jews 
throughout the world and made them 


more aware and secure of their reli- 
gion. 


But still, the overriding goal, they 


said, is a lasting peace. Last night 
they sang the words of two Hebrew 
songs with the idealistic message, 
"Behold how good and how pleasant 
it is for brothers to dwell together."

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Rolling Meadows chief recalls his close call with death

"1'vo prayed many limes In my life, 


but 1 think that was the only time I sin- 
cerely prayed," Thomas Fogarty said 
quietly. "I told God I didn't want to die 
and I meant It." 


The Rolling Meadows flro chief was re- 


calling a second heart attack suffered 
two months ago in Northwest Community 
Hospital's Intensive care unit only days 
after ho had been revived by fellow fire- 
men from a seizure which had left him a 
breath away from death. 


The first severe attack had occurred 


the night of Aug. 16. Fogarty, 51, had no 
apparent vital life signs when five of his 
own paramedics, Lt. Ted Locsch, Robert 
Cooncy, Donald Gustafson, Roger Hugg, 
and Raymond Welncr, worked to revive 
him. 


"After that. I thought I was coming 


along fine," Fogarty said, remembering 
the ordeal. "It was several days after- 
ward and I had just finished eating din- 
ner when Dr. (Felix) Krock came In to 
examine mo and 1 began to feel it com- 
ing on." 


"I think f am the only man who's felt 


what a dcflbrlUator feels like because I 


wasn't completely out when they used it. 
The whole room lit up and I felt like a 
bolt of lightning hit me. The next thing I 
knew I was on my way to Presbyterian- 
St. Luke's (medical center). 


"I think from that prayer, though, I 


must have been more confident because 
I wasn't as apprehensive of the operation 
as I might have been." 


THE ATTACK was one of several Fo- 


garty experienced In the hospital and 
which led to a decision that open heart 
surgery would be needed. That surgery, 
performed only a month ago yesterday, 
has given Fogarty what he calls "the 
heart of a 6-yeor-old." 


But more than the surgery, Fogarty 


speaks almost passionately of what sav- 
ed his life the night of the first attack on 
Aug. 16, his fire department's paramedic 
program. 


"I don't remember anything from that 


Wednesday (the day before the attack). I 
don't remember getting out of bed or 
telling my wife I had the pains. I didn't 
really come to until after several days In 
the Intensive care unit at the hospital. 


"I can't say enough for the paramedic 


program," ho said thoughtfully In his 
homo yesterday. "In the beginning I

was the devil's advocate because I 
said 'let's go a little slowly on 
this,' not because of the program be- 
cause I thought It was a good program, 
but because of all the different equip- 
ment that was available." Investment in 
the proper kind of equipment when the 
program started was vital, Fogarty said, 
and a move requiring thoughtful consid- 
eration. 


HE NEVER questioned the worthiness 


of the program, however. 


"I thought it was tremendous. I went 


to Springfield to help push it through 


committee and we wrote to many of the 
representatives and the governor. Of 
course we got some static in the begin- 
ning from nurses and doctors who 
thought we were treading on their toes." 


"I think the program should be state- 


wide and even nation-wide for that mat- 
ter. They do a magnificent job. The 
paramedics are very dedicated to the 
program because they can see they're 
saving a life. 


"Every man can't be a paramedic, of 


course. We're still primarily a fire de- 
partment." 


But on that point Fogarty, who helped 


organize the city's fire department some 
17 years ago, admits the role of the fire 
department has expanded considerably 
beyond the realm of firefightlng. 


ALONG WITH combating fires, depart- 


ments today handle medical calls, ambu- 
lance calls, fire prevention, and a variety 
of emergency situations, Fogarty said. 
"This week is fire prevention week, but 
we're even going to have to expand that 
beyond a week to cover all the services 
we perform," he said. 


"There has been a-blg change from the 


Image of a fireman just sitting around 
waiting for a fire call. That old image Is 


gone. We used to get people calling say- 
Ing 'we hate to bother you', but they 
don't say that anymore. I'm glad to see 
that trend." 


There is a closeness among firemen, 


too, which Fogarty said must be part of 
the work. "You can't hold a grudge 
against a man and go into a burning 
building with him. I wouldn't be here to 
talk about it if it hadn't have been for 
them, although I'm a firm believer in the 
idea that nothing gets done without His 
guidance. 


"My men never got paid for going to 


school (for paramedic training)," he 
said. The city invested $7,000 in partici- 
pating in the northwest suburban pilot 
program, but training was on a volun- 
tary basis, he said. 


"NOW WE TREAT people at the scene 


and do everything they would get at a 
hospital. This is the hardest thing to 
teach the public. We have to treat at the 
scene; we're not wasting time, we're 
saving a life. 


"I had one shift that was a little weak 


during the training, and I told them 
'you're going to be paramedics.' Dr. 
(Stanley) Zydlo (head of the program at 
Northwest Community Hospital) worked 


with them extra on Sundays on their own 
time, and strangely enough the first ma- 
jor accident we had was when that shift 
was on duty. 


"Dr. Zydlo was there and he told me 


'you don't have to worry about them.1 


"I think we have had seven saves In 


Rolling Meadows counting me," Fogarty 
said. "I don't know how anyone could not 
adopt this program if 1) they have the 
money and 2) they have the men and the 
equipment. 


IN COMMENTING on his lifesaving 


experience, Fogarty dismisses the per- 
sonal national publicity it has drawn, but 
affirmed his intent to do all be can to 
promote the establishment of paramedic 
programs around the state and nation. 


"I've told Dr. Zydlo that anything I 


can do to promote the program, I'll be 
glad to do. I don't think there's anything 
in the world like it as far as the potential 
for saving lives. I experienced It; I can 
see what they could do. 


"For what the city has invested, I 


think the lives it has saved have re- 
turned more than any other investment 
the city has and maybe will ever make. 


"I know what my life is worth to me 


and my family."

(lolling Meadows High School opened 


two years ago. Weber told the board tie- 
itotlatlons began with Wll-frcd's after 
paving In several areas of the parking lot 
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and bus loading dock started breaking 
up. Tests show the paving was Installed 
with less base material than was re- 
quired by the specifications, Weber said. 


JOHN sniMITT of Wil-fred's, told the 


board ho had hired a subcontractor to 
put in the paving and added he did not 
know how tiic Installation was made with 
too little base. He said the difference be- 
tween the specifications and the in- 
stallation probably saved the contractor 
between $3,000 and $7,000, but that fixing 
the problem now will cost much more. 


"The subcontractor insisted we check 


the base because he was sure It met 
specifications," Schmitt said.

Hanging death 
ruled suicide • 


A Cook County coroner's jury has ruled 


the hanging death late Sunday of 16-year- 
old Charles 1C. Miller of Rolling Meadows 
to be a .suicide. 


The verdict returned yesterday said 


the youth apparently took his life "fol- 
lowing extreme depression." Miller, who 
lived at 3603 Jay Ln., was found by his 
mother hanging in the family's garage. 


Mrs. Cilcnus B. Miller found the boy 


when she drove Into the driveway of her 
home. The youth was taken to Northwest 
Community Hospital where he was pro- 
nounced dead. 


Police said the boy's parents had gone 


out separately for a short time Sunday 
night leaving their son and a daughter, 
Beverly, at home. The girl told police 
she heard nothing while her parents were 
gone.

Apathy vanishes 


The shell of apathy that is typical 


to millions of Americans was broken 
last night with a stroke of a pen and 
a voice from the heart. 


It was a solemn, somber Jewish 


community that came together in the 
Northwest suburbs and nationwide to 
give of themselves — their spirit, 
compassion, love and, most impor- 
tant, their money — to assist Israel 
in its latest confrontation with its 
Arab enemies. 


It was an hour of prayer for the 


survival of Israel and all that It 
stands for to the world's Jewish pop- 
ulation. To all Jews, in all the strife, 
Israel 
embodies 
sacrifice, 
per- 


secution, survival and determination. 


Since the "Yom Kippur War," as it 


has come to be known, began on the 
holiest day of the Jewish calendar 
five days ago, a last-minute cam- 
paign was planned to raise money, 
not for the Israeli war effort, but to 
buy such Important war-time neces- 
sities as blood, bandages and medi- 
cine. 


At two locations In the Nortlmcst 


suburbs an estimated 400 persons 
came to hear speeches designed to 
rally the listeners into donating mon- 
ey to various organizations charged 
with funnellng the funds to Israel. 
One rally was at the Beth Tikvah 
Congregation in Hoffman Estates. 


AT HOWAHD JOHNSON'S Motor 


Lodge in Palatine more than 200 per- 
sons sang Hebrew songs as the Is- 
raeli flag flew in a large banquet 
room. 


Thirty minutes after the Palatine 


meeting had ended, $15,000 In contri- 
butions had been collected by the ral- 
ly's organizers. 


It was obvious that the apathy 


problem was conquered with the 
common bond that brought together 
some of the 1,400 Jewish families liv- 
ing In the Northwest suburbs. 


"People seem to band together In 


time of need and disaster," said Mrs.

Jeivish community rallies to back Israel 


War in the Middle East once again has drawn strong emo- 


tional and financial support for Israel from the Northwest 
suburban Jewish community. 


The latest outbreak of fighting, according to one local Jew- 


ish leader, was caused by an Arab world envious of its Israeli 
neighbor. 


Because of this, says Rabbi Mordecai Rosen, the Israel! 


Nation has become a target of aggression and mistreatment 
that periodically results in the killing of thousands of soldiers 
and civilians and the destruction of land. 


Rosen contends the whole history of war between the two 


foes is the result of meddling on the part of the Soviet Union 
which heaps supplies, money and encouragement on the Arab 
countries to keep the hostilities going. 


MAJOR FIGHTING erupted late last week after a six-year 


lull when Egypt and Syria entered Arab territory held since 
10G7 by Israel. Almost immediately, while the Jewish country 
was defending itself, American Jews mobilized a fund-raising 
campaign to help pay for medical supplies and social services 
for the duration of the war. Tuesday night's series of mass 
rallies culminated those efforts. 


Rosen, of Congregation Beth Judea in Buffalo Grove, likens 


the Arab attitude toward Israel to the Nazi's treatment of 
Jews in Germany where Jews were blamed for the economic 
and social problems in that country. 


"The whole war is a fake," says Rosen. "The Arabs don't 


even claim they're after their land. They're just blaming the 
other guy" for their own suffering economy. He says the 
Arabs arc Jealous because Israel is "blossoming and bloom- 
ing." 


"The Arabs can't even join forces. They never will get 


together. There's no cause. Israel has done nothing to them. 
What could Saudi Arabia want from Israel? There is nothing 
they can use or want in Israel." 


HOSEN BELIEVES the Arab countries wage war against 


Israel because they have nothing else to show for their exis- 
tence. They aren't solving their own problems, he says, so 
they fight Israel to keep their governments from being over- 
thrown by a restive population. 


The other reason for engaging Israel in battle, says Rosen, 


is the prodding of the Arabs' major supporters, the Soviet 
Union. The Russians, according to Rosen, tell the Arabs there 
will be no consequences as a result of their actions and that 
win or lose they will continue to receive weapons and sup- 
plies. 


"What's insane about this," he says, "is that the Arabs 


don't even expect a victory over Israel." 


Rabbi Hillcl Gamoran, of Beth Tikvah Congregation in 


Hoffman Estates, echoes the sentiments of his fellow Rabbi. 
"It has been the aim of the Arab armies to destroy the State 
of Israel," he says. "Israel is asking only one thing and that 
is to live in peace with their neighbors. Their hand has al- 
ways been extended in friendship." 


Sherwood Zwirn, of the west subur- 
ban chapter of the Women's Organi- 
zation for Rehabilitation and Train- 
ing, one of the organizers of the ral- 
ly. "People turn to temples In time 
of grief or In time of need." 


ACCORDING TO Rabbi Mordecai 


Rosen, the demonstration In support 
of Israel meant more than just pro- 
viding money for medical and social 
services. "It gives Jews a feeling of 


solidarity in face of what is felt by 
Jews throughout the world as an at- 
tack upon the center of Jewish life 
and the birthplace of Jewish life in 
which Jews feel close to and bound 
up. Israel is both a religious and 
Jewish center." 


According to Jewish leaders, the 


outbreak of hostilities in the Middle 
East has brought together Jews 
throughout the world and made them 


more aware and secure of their reli- 
gion. 


But still, the overriding goal, they 


said, is a lasting peace. Last night 
they sang the words of two Hebrew 
songs with the idealistic message, 
"Behold how good and how pleasant 
it is for brothers to dwell together." 


The other says, "Nations shall not 


lift up sword against nation, nor shall 
they learn war anymore."

The settlement between the Village of 


Hoffman Estates and Meridian Housing 
Corp. on zoning for the planned Wostbury 
development won sanction but not final 
approval In federal court yesterday.

Trucks rerouted 


through village 


Truck drivers will be asked to take the 


long way through Palatine when trav- 
eling cost and west In the future. 


The Palatine Village Board on Monday 


approved the establishment of an east- 
west truck route through the village. The 
truck route Is aimed at curtailing truck 
traffic on Palatine Road between Quen- 
tin Road and Northwest Highway. 


Tho truck route will reroute castbound 


truck traffic onto Northwest Highway at 
tho intersection of Qucntin and Palatine 
roads and westbound truck traffic will be 
rerouted onto Northwest Highway where 
Northwest Highway intersects Palatine 
Road. 


There is no guarantee truck drivers 


will follow the truck route, which Is 
unenforceable, said Acting Village Mgr. 
James Bennett. Palatine Road is a state 
road and restrictions on trucks and load 
weights ore not permitted on state roads, 
he explained. 


Bennett said he would apply for a per- 


mit from the state to post signs announc- 
ing the truck route on Palatine Road. 
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application as partial payment for the 
census. 


The census is expected to cost about

Figures presented to the finance, ordi- 


nance, and judiciary committee Monday 
said the city's actual population may ex- 
ceed the 19,178 figure by 2,599 to 3,423 
persons. 


Since the city receives $15 per person 


in MFT and state income tax funds, the 
additional residents could mean from 
$38,938 to $51,345 more in revenue for'the 
city each year. Last year the city re- 
ceived about $140,000 in state Income tax 
and about $190,000 in MFT funds. 


ESTIMATES OF THE additional popu- 


lation were based on city calculations of 
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three to four persons living per apart- 
ment unit and four to five persons li- 
ving per single family home in the city. 


City officials have said the cost of the 


census would be refunded to the city In 
the form of increased revenues which 
would result from the higher population. 


The census must be run by the Bureau 


of the census, which trains persons to 
conduct the actual canvassing. Volun- 
teers are usually paid by the number of 
names they canvass. 


The bureau must be notified of the 


request for a census 60 to 90 days prior 
to the actual canvassing.

Apathy vanishes 


The shell of apathy that is typical 


to millions of Americans was broken 
last night with a stroke of a pen and 
a voice from the heart. 


It was a solemn, somber Jewish 


community that came together in the 
Northwest suburbs and nationwide to 
give of themselves — their spirit, 
compassion, love and, most Impor- 
tant, their money — to assist Israel 
in Its latest confrontation with its 
Arab enemies. 


It was an hour of prayer for the 


survival of Israel and all that It 
stands for to the world's Jewish pop- 
ulation. To all Jews, in all the strife, 
Israel 
embodies 
sacrifice, per- 


secution, survival and determination. 


Since the "Yom Kippur War," as it 


has come to be known, began on the 
holiest day of the Jewish calendar 
five days ago, a last-minute cam- 
paign was planned to raise money, 
not for the Israeli war effort, but to 
buy such important war-time neces- 
sities as blood, bandages and medi- 
cine. 


At two locations in the Nortlmcst 


suburbs an estimated 400 pertons 
came to hear speeches designed to 
rally the listeners into donating mon- 
ey to various organizations charged 
with funncllng the funds to Israel. 
One rally was at the Beth Tikvah 
Congregation in Hoffman Estates. 


AT HOWAHU JOHNSON'S Motor 


Lodge in Palatine more than 200 per- 
sons sang Hebrew songs as the Is- 
raeli flag flew in a large banquet 
room. 


Thirty minutes after the Pnlatine 


meeting had ended, $15,000 in contri- 
butions had been collected by the ral- 
ly's organizers. 


It was obvious that the apathy 


problem was conquered with the 
common bond that brought together 
some of the 1,400 Jewish families liv- 
ing in the Northwest suburbs. 


"People seem to band together In 


time of need and disaster," said Mrs.

Jeivish community rallies to back Israel 


War in the Middle East once again has drawn strong emo- 


tional and financial support for Israel from the Northwest 
suburban Jewish community. 


The latest outbreak of fighting, according to one local Jew- 


ish leader, was caused by an Arab world envious of its Israeli. 
neighbor. 


Because of this, says Rabbi Mordccal Rosen, the Israeli 


Nation has become a target of aggression and mistreatment 
that periodically results in the killing of thousands of soldiers 
and civilians and the destruction of land. 


Rosen contends the whole history of war between the two 


foes is the result of meddling on the part of the Soviet Union 
which heaps supplies, money and encouragement on the Arab 
countries to keep the hostilities going. 


MA.JOU FIGHTING erupted late last week after a six-year 


lull when Egypt and Syria entered Arab territory held since 
.19B7 by Israel. Almost immediately, while the Jewish country 
was defending itself, American Jews mobilised a fund-raising 
campaign to help pay for medical supplies and social services 
for the duration of the war. Tuesday night's series of mass 
rallies culminated those efforts. 


Rosen, of Congregation Beth Judea In Buffalo Grove, likens 


the Arab attitude toward Israel to the Nazi's treatment of 
Jews in Germany where Jews were blamed for the economic 
and social problems In that country. 


"The whole war is a fake," says Rosen. "The Arabs don't 


even claim they're after their land. They're just blaming the 
other guy" for their own suffering economy. He says the 
Arabs arc jealous because Israel is "blossoming and bloom- 
ing." 


"The Arabs can't even join forces. They never will get 


together. There's no cause. Israel has done nothing to them. 
What could Saudi Arabia want from Israel? There is nothing 
they can use or want in Israel." 


ROSEN BELIEVES the Arab countries wage war against 


Israel because they have nothing else to show for their exis- 
tence. They aren't solving their own problems, he says, so 
they fight Israel to keep their governments from being over- 
thrown by a restive population. 


The other reason for engaging Israel in battle, says Rosen, 


Is the prodding of the Arabs' major supporters, the Soviet 
Union. The Russians, according to Rosen, tell the Arabs there 
will be no consequences as a result of their actions and that 
win or lose they will continue to receive weapons and sup- 
plies. 


"What's insane about this," he says, "is that the Arabs 


don't even expect a victory over Israel." 


Rabbi Hillel Gamoran, of Beth Tikvah Congregation in 


Hoffman Estates, echoes the sentiments of his fellow Rabbi. 
"It has been the aim of the Arab armies to destroy the State 
of Israel," he says. "Israel is asking only one thing and that 
is to live in peace with their neighbors. Their hand has al- 
ways been extended in fnerxlshlp." 


Sherwood Zwirn, of the west subur- 
ban chapter of the Women's Organi- 
zation for Rehabilitation and Train- 
ing, one of the organizers of the ral- 
ly. "People turn to temples In time 
of grief or in time of need." 


ACCORDING TO Rabbi Mordecai 


Rosen, the demonstration in support 
of Israel meant more than just pro- 
viding money for medical and social 
services. "It gives Jews a feeling of 


solidarity in face of what is felt by 
Jews throughout the world as an at- 
tack upon the center of Jewish life 
and the birthplace of Jewish life in 
which Jews feel close to and bound 
up~ Israel is both a religious and 
Jewish center." 


According to Jewish leaders, the 


outbreak of hostilities in the Middle 
East has brought together Jews 
throughout the world and made them 


more aware and secure of their reli- 
gion. 


But still, the overriding goal, they 


said, is a lasting peace. Last night 
they sang the words of two Hebrew 
songs with the idealistic message, 
"Behold how good and how pleasant 
it is for brothers to dwell together." 


The other says, "Nations shall not 


lift up sword against nation, nor shall 
they learn war anymore."

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City Savings agreement, too 
Court sanctions 
Westbury zoning 


The settlement between the Village of 


Hoffman Estates and Meridian Housing 
Corp. on zoning for the planned Wcstbury 
development won sanction but not final 
Approval In federal court yesterday. 


And while attorneys for the village and 


Meridian were disclosing their com- 
promise, State Atty. Gen. William Scott 
and lawyers for the federal receivership 
owning the land announced a settlement 
to partially reimburse depositors In City 
Savings Association. The association for- 
merly owned the Meridian site, which 
was placed In the receivership along with 
other association assets when the in- 
stitution went bankrupt. 


Depositors' claims on the receivership 


niicls total $28 million, but the settle- 
ment with Scott will provide them with 
only a $12 million return on their In- 
vestments. This compromise averted a 
legal battle which could have gone to the 
U.S. Supreme Court on an order by Chief 
U.S. District Court Judge Edwin Robson, 
that the state pay the depositors the full 
$2(1 million. Kobson la supervising the re- 
ceivership. 


STKVK IIASIIWINKR. one attorney for 


tlio receivership, told Judge Robson ho 


generally approved the village's settle- 
ment with Meridian. Bashwlner said he 
had not seen details of compromise 
worked out In final days of negotiations, 
but suggested Robson tentatively ap- 
prove the plan anyway.

Some loans were in the 
form of special assessment bonds (or 
which the village allegedly helped obtain 
court approval through fraud. Others 
were outright loans from the Teamsters 
Union Pension Fund. All the loans were 
to have financed public improvements on 
the land which already were installed 
when the court approved the bond sale.

600 teachers this morning. If approved, It 
will bo presented at tonight's board 
meeting for approval by the entire school 
Ixtanl.

"It's not as good as wo wanted or as 


Rood as wo feel it should be," said 
George Sherman, head of the Classroom 
Teachers' Council which represents over 
on per cent of the district's teachers, 
"but the negotiating committee feels tills 
is an acceptable package at this time." 


"We feel (lie board was fair and equi- 


table, but don't believe our salaries are 
quite comparable to surrounding dis- 
tricts." he added. 


SlltiKMAN SAID the committee would 


continue working in an effort to eventual- 
ly bring salaries and fringe benefits in 
the district up to "n point where we arc 
completely equitable." He did not say 
what that point was. 


"Even though It was quite a long nego- 


tiating session," sold George Ylngst, one, 
of the teacher negotiators, "It was pro- 
fessional In every sense of the word." 
He mild that though teachers and the 
school board members differed almost to 
the end, both sides came away friendly 
and respecting each other. 


"The support of the teachers helped us 


all the way through," sold Sherman, re- 
ferring to the approximately 350 teachers 
who marched to the administration build- 
Ing last night to show support for their 
negotiators. 


"There's nothing like a little support," 


Ylngst added. "Negotiating can be a 
lonely Job." Supt. Frank Whlteley said 
board members were not Influenced by 
the demonstration. 


TRACKERS WILL receive raises rang- 


ing from 8 to 12 per cent, Sherman sold. 
This Includes both the annual Increase 
given automatically as teachers gain an- 
other year of experience and on approxi- 
mate 5 per cent raise. 


The base salary was raised from $7,730 


to $8,250. The highest salary is $16,306 for 
a person with a master's degree and 30 
years teaching experience. Last year's 
comparable salary was $14,937. 


Raises will be retroactive to the begin- 


ning of the school year, since teachers 
started this school year with last year's 
salaries. 


Though the school board offered a tem-

Village endorses 
ambulance tax 


Saturday's ambulance tax referendum 


In Hoffman Estates won a helping hand 
for passage Monday night when the vil- 
lage board approved a resolution of en* 
dorsement. 


The referendum sponsored by the Hoff- 


man Estates Fire Protection District will 
seek authorization to tax district resi- 
dents up to a maximum of 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. The district an- 
ticipates setting its rate lower, at 10 to 15 
cents per $100, if the referendum is ap- 
proved. 


At the lower rates, the district would 


raise between $75,000 and $105,000 in tax 
revenue, of which it plans to spend more 
than $20,000 per year to maintain two 


. ambulances. The rest is to be spent for 


salaries for paramedics and increased 
costs of ambulance calls. 


The village board noted Increased 


costs and expansion of the paramedic 
program by the fire district, and termed 
it "economically very difficult to contin- 
ue to maintain the level of service with- 
out additional revenue." Approval of the 
referendum is a "necessity," according 
to the village board resolution. 


The board suggested "this small in- 


crease should suffice for several years 
with careful budgeting and Increased 
cost control." Urging support of the ref- 
erendum, the trustees commended the 
fire district board for an "honest declar- 
ation of a realistic dilemma."

'Bubble9pool enclosure vote Saturday 


Enclosure has proven itself 


It takes a pretty strong wind to knock 


down a bubble top. 


A bubble top or an air-Inflated pool en- 


closure in Champaign, III., had with 
stood the ravages of Old Man Winter un- 
til a 100-mph wind caused several an- 
choring supports to break. And even then 
the repair was quick and relatively easy. 


The Schaumburg Park District is prop- 


osing a similar enclosure for Atcher 
Pool. 


"Its (enclosure) did what people say 


It would do," said Jack White, superin- 
tendent of parks for the Champaign Park 
District. 


The Champaign enclosure is four years 


old. It is 110 feet by 180 feet and 45 feet 
tall. Schaumburg officials have said a 
100 foot-by-100 foot enclosure may be 
needed. 
' 


White said the enclosure has withstood 


winter storms and mischievous actions of 
vandals. 


DON SCHROEDER, building service 


superintendent for United Air Lines, said 
only severe weather had damaged the 93- 
fcet diameter enclosure at the Elk Grove 
Village pool location. He added that van- 
dals have not been a problem. 


United Air Lines has used three enclo- 


sures in 13 years. One was ripped by an 
almost tornadic wind, .and the other 
punctured by a heavy hailstorm, Schroe- 
dcr said. 


Both Schroder and White said the 


bubble tops have apparently done the 
job. United Air Lines and the Champaign 
Park District both went to the enclosures 
for the same reasons as the Schaumburg 
officials have offered to prove the need 


for the enclosure. "We didn't want a 
dead pool hi the summer," White said. 


Vandals have not been* a problem be- 


cause of the fences that surround the fa- 
cilities. Atcher Pool has a six-foot chain 
link fence. 


"It's pretty tough," White said. "Some- 


one could throw a brick or a two-by-four 
at it, and it probably wouldn't be punc- 
tured." He added that small holes are 
easily patched at the end of the year. 


THE CHAMPAIGN enclosure swim 


season lasts from about Oct. 15 through 
Apr. 15. about 31,000 persons used the 
pool during the first enclosure season, 
and about 42,000 during the last season. 


White sold the enclosure is scheduled 


to last about three more years, but 
added that technology has created coated 
enclosures which increase usability to 
about 10 or 12 years. 


Another bubble top would only cost the 


park district about $10,000 because air- 
support system, anchors and heater had 
already been purchased, he added. 


White said there were two problems 


with the structure. Sound reverberates in 
the enclosure because of its parabolic 
shape, VYhited noted. Heat loss is great, 
and when the temperature drops to about 
five or 10 degrees below zero, it is hard 
to keep the temperature comfortable in- 
side the enclosure, he said. 


"But then how many times does that 


happen?" White said. 


He added that there is a high heat loss 


because of a high air exchange which 
must be used to prevent condensation on 
the top of the structure and possible rain- 
Ing inside. 


w* A* X 
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and Lochner Inc., an architectural firm 
engaged for the planned project, said the 
enclosure would be made of a vinyl-type 
material with a special coating such as 
Teflon or other weather resistant coat- 
Ings. 


THE AIR SUPPORT system would 


keep the structure inflated, and the heat- 
er would be sufficient to keep all-season 
swimmers from becoming chilled, Merci 
said. Atcher Pool Is heated, as is the 
bathhouse. 


Merci said the development of inflated 


structures has improved immensely over 
the past decade and added that such en- 
closures have been used successfully for 
storage and swimming pools. 


The high dive for the pool probably 


would not be used during the winter sea- 
son because of height restrictions im- 
posed by the enclosure, Dcrda said. In- 
flatable structures are usually 30 feet tall 
or higher. 


Two dangers to such a facility would 


be strong winds and vandals. Merci said 
special anchors could be found to protect 
the bubble from strong winds. 


He added that it would be improbable 


that an ambitious vandal could deflate 
the bubble. Some structures have numer- 
ous chambers that would ail have to be 


•broken to "pop the enclosure," Merci 


said. He added that small holes would 
not curtail the inner pressure from the 
supporting equipment which keeps the 
fabric aloft. The enclosure will be within 
the confines of the chain-link fence sur- 
rounding the swimming pool. 


"What it docs is give us a lot more 


swimming participation at one-tenth the 
cost of an indoor swimming pool," Dcrda 
said. 


DEROA ADDED that the placement of 


the bubble at Atcher Pool might be con- 
venient for nearby Jane Addams Jr. 
High School. The enclosed pool could of- 


fer facilities for the junior high school 
during the school year, during which 
most of the swimming facilities are 
closed, the director said. 


"The benefit is that it is not a rigid 


structure. It is significant because it does 
not eliminate outdoor use," Merci said. 


Both men contended that persons liked 


to be outside in the sun while swimming 
during the summertime and that attend- 
ance in an Indoor pool would suffer dur- 
ing the hot months. 


Derda said the enclosed pool would be 


a big boost for organized swim sports 
such as the swim team and sychronized 
swimming squads. 


"This would expand things overall," 


Derda said. "It would be fantastic." 


Derda noted a tremendous increase hi 


competitive swimmers from 70 to nearly 
200 over the past years. He added that 
many of the Schaumburg swimmers trek 
to Elk Grove Village's indoor facility 
during the winter to get involved in year- 
round swimming. 


Derda called the Schaumburg area a 


place strong in acquatics and said the 
enclosure was needed to accommodate 
the growing interest in water sports.

Crazy Nicks, at 720 E. Rand Rd., is the 


first restaurant to be ordered shut down 
In Mount Prospect since late 1070. 


Health inspector Anne Franklin said at 


the hearing that she is concerned for the 
health of village residents. 


DENSIL BROWN, director of the Medi- 


cal Analytics Reference Laboratory In 
Mount Prospect, testified that in his 22 
years experience in the health field, he 
had "never run Into this bad a con- 
tamination." 


Brown displayed bacterial growth ob-

Apathy vanishes 


Dollars pledged at two sites 


The shell of apathy that is typical 


to millions of Americans was broken 
last night with a stroke of a pen and 
a voico from the heart. 


It was a solemn, somber Jewish 


community that came together in the 
Northwest suburbs and nationwide to 
give of themselves — their spirit, 
compassion, love and, most impor- 
tant, their money — to assist Israel 
in Its latest confrontation with its 
Arab enemies. 


It was an hour of prayer for the 


survival of Israel and all that it 
stands for to the world's Jewish pop- 
ulation. To all Jews, in all the strife, 
Israel 
embodies 
sacrifice, 
per- 


secution, survival and determination. 


Slnco the "Yom Klppur War," as it 


has come to be known, began on the 
holiest day of the Jewish calendar 
five days ago, a last-minute cam- 
paign was planned to raise money, 
not for the Israeli war effort, but to 
buy such Important war-time neces- 
sities as blood, bandages and medi- 
cine. 


At two locations in the Northwest 


suburbs an estimated 400 persons 
came to hear speeches designed to 
rally the listeners into donating mon- 
ey to various organizations charged 
with funnellng the funds to Israel. 
One rally was at the Beth Tikvah 
Congregation in Hoffman Estates.

Thirty minutes after the Palatine

Jewish community rallies to back Israel 


War in the Middle East once again has drawn strong emo- 


tional and financial support for Israel from the Northwest 
suburban Jewish community. 


The latest outbreak of fighting, according to one local Jew- 


ish leader, was caused by an Arab world envious of its Israeli 
neighbor. 


Because of this, says Rabbi Mordecal Rosen, the Israeli 


Nation has become a target of aggression and mistreatment 
that periodically results in the killing of thousands of soldiers 
and civilians and the destruction of land. 


Rosen contends the whole history of war between the two 


foes is the result of meddling on the part of the Soviet Union 
which heaps supplies, money and encouragement on the Arab 
countries to keep the hostilities going. 


MAJOR FIGHTING erupted late last week after a six-year 


lull when Egypt and Syria entered Arab territory held since 
1967 by Israel. Almost immediately, while the Jewish country 
was defending itself, American Jews mobilized a fund-raising 
campaign to help pay for medical supplies and social services 
for the duration of the war. Tuesday night's series of mass 
rallies culminated those efforts. 


Rosen, of Congregation Beth Judea in Buffalo Grove, likens 


the Arab attitude toward Israel to the Nazi's treatment of 
Jews in Germany where Jews were blamed for the economic 
and social problems in that country. 


"The whole war is a fake," says Rosen. "The Arabs don't 


Sherwood Zwirn, of the west subur- 
ban chapter of the Women's Organi- 
zation for Rehabilitation and Train- 
ing, one of the organizers of the ral- 
ly. "People turn to temples in time 
of grief or in time of need." 


ACCORDING TO Rabbi Mordecal 


Rosen, the demonstration in support 
of Israel meant more than just pro- 
viding money for medical and social 
services. "It gives Jews a feeling of 


even claim they're after their land. They're just blaming the 
other guy" for their own suffering economy. He says the 
Arabs are jealous because Israel is "blossoming and bloom- 
ing." 


"The Arabs can't even join forces. They never will get 


together. There's no cause. Israel has done nothing to them. 
What could Saudi Arabia want from Israel? There Is notliing 
they can use or want in Israel." 


ROSEN BELIEVES the Arab countries wage war against 


Israel because they have nothing else to show for their exis- 
tence. They aren't solving their own problems, he says, so 
they fight Israel to keep their governments from being over- 
thrown by a restive population. 


The other reason for engaging Israel in battle, says Rosen, 


is the prodding of the Arabs' major supporters, the Soviet 
Union. The Russians, according to Rosen, tell the Arabs there 
will be no consequences as a result of their actions and that 
win or lose they will continue to receive weapons and sup- 
plies. 


"What's insane about this," he says, "is that the Arabs 


don't even expect a victory over Israel." 


Rabbi Hlliel Gamoran, of Beth Tikvah Congregation In 


Hoffman Estates, echoes the sentiments of his fellow Rabbi. 
"It has been the aim of the Arab armies to destroy the State 
of Israel," he says. "Israel is asking only one thing and that 
is to live in peace with their neighbors. Their hand has al- 
ways been extended in friendship."

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Rolling Meadows chief recalls his close call with death

"I've prayed many times In my life, 


but I think that was the only time I sin- 
cerely prayed," Thomas Fogarty said 
quietly. "I told God I didn't want to die 
and I meant It." 


Tho Rolling Meadows fire chief was ro- 


calllng a second heart attack suffered 
two months ago In Northwest Community 
Hospital's Intensive care unit only days 
after ho had been revived by follow fire- 
men from a seizure which had left him a 
breath away from death. 


The first severe attack had occurred 


the night of Aug. 16. Fogarty, SI, had no 
apparent vital life signs when five of his 
own paramedics, Lt. Ted Lowch, Robert 
Cooney, Donald Giutafson, Roger Hugg, 
ami Raymond Welner, worked to revive 
him. 


"After (hat, I thought I was coming 


along fine," Fogarty sold, remembering 
the ordeal. "It was several days after- 
ward and I had just finished eating din- 
ner when Dr. (Felix) Krock came in to 
examine mo and 1 began to feel It com- 
ing on." 


"I think I am the only man who's felt 


what a dcflbrlllator feels like because I

wasn't completely out when they used it. 
The whole room lit up and I felt like a 
bolt of lightning hit me. The next thing I 
knew I was on my way to Presbyterian- 
St. Luke's (medical center). 


"I think from that prayer, though, I 


must have been more confident because 
I wasn't as apprehensive of the operation 
•as I might have been." 


THE ATTACK was one of several Fc- 


garty experienced In the hospital and 
which led to a decision that open heart 
surgery would be needed. That surgery, 
performed only a month ago yesterday, 


has given Fogarty what 'he calls "the 
heart of a 6-year-old." 


But more than the surgery, Fogarty 


speaks almost passionately of what sav- 
ed his life the night of the first attack on 
Aug. 16, his fire department's paramedic 
program. 


"I don't remember anything from that 


Wednesday (the day before the attack). I 
don't remember getting out of bed or 
telling my wife I had the pains. I didn't 
really come to until after several days In 
the intensive care unit at the hospital. 


"I can't say enough for the paramedic 


program," he said thoughtfully in his 
home yesterday. "In the beginning I 
was the devil's advocate because I 
said 'let's go a little slowly on 
this,' not because of the program be- 
cause I thought it was a good program, 
but because of all the different equip- 
ment that was available." Investment in 
the proper kind of equipment when the 
program started was vital, Fogarty said, 
and a move requiring thoughtful consid- 
eration. 


HE NEVER questioned the worthiness 


of the program, however. 


"I thought it was tremendous. I went 


to Springfield to help push it through 


committee and we wrote to many of the 
representatives and the governor. Of 
course we got some static in the begin- 
ning from nurses and doctors who 
thought we were treading on their toes." 


"I think the program should be state- 


wide and even nation-wide for that mat- 
ter. They do a magnificent job. The 
paramedics are very dedicated to the 
program because they can see they're 
saving a life. 


"Every man can't be a paramedic, of 


course. We're still primarily a fire de- 
partment." 


But on that point Fogarty, who helped 


organize the city's fire department some 
17 years ago, admits the role of the fire 
department has expanded considerably 
beyond the realm of flrefighting. 


ALONG WITH combating fires, depart- 


ments today handle medical calls, ambu- 
lance calls, fire prevention, and a variety 
of emergency situations, Fogarty said. 
"This week is fire prevention week, but 
we're even going to have to expand that 
beyond a week to cover all the services 
we perform," he said. 


"There has been a big change from the 


image of a fireman just sitting around 
waiting for a fire call. That old image Is 


gone. We used to get people calling say- 
ing 'we hate to bother you', but they 
don't say that anymore. I'm glad to see 
that trend." 


There is a closeness among firemen, 


too, which Fogarty said must be part of 
the work. "You can't hold a grudge 
against a man and go into a burning 
building with him. I wouldn't be here to 
talk about it If it hadn't have been for 
them, although I'm a firm believer in the 
idea that nothing gets done without His 
guidance. 


"My men never got paid for going to 


school (for paramedic training)," he 
said. The city invested $7,000 in partici- 
pating in the northwest suburban pilot 
program, but training was on a volun- 
tary basis, he said. 


"NOW WE TREAT people at the scene 


and do everything they would get at a 
hospital. This is the hardest thing to 
teach the public. We have to treat at the 
scene; we're not wasting time, we're 
saving a life. 


"I had one shift that was a little weak 


during the training, and I told them 
'you're going to be paramedics.' Dr. 
(Stanley) Zydlo (head of the program at 
Northwest Community Hospital) worked 


with them extra on Sundays on their «wft 


time, and strangely enough the first »«• 
jor accident we had was when that shift 
was on duty. 


"Dr. Zydlo was there and he told mfc 


'you don't have to worry about them.' 


"I think we have had seven save* fal 


Rolling Meadows counting me," Fogarty 
said. "I don't know how anyone could not 
adopt this program If 1) they have the 
money and 2) they have the men and th* 
equipment. 


IN COMMENTING on his lifesavfog 


' experience, Fogarty dismisses the per* 


sonal national publicity it has drawn, but 
affirmed his intent to do all he can to 
promote the establishment of paramedic 
programs around the state and nation. 


"I've told Dr. Zydlo that anything I 


can do to promote the program, I'll bo 
glad to do. I don't think there's anything 
in the world like it as far as the potential 
for saving lives. I experienced It; I can 
see what they could do. 


"For what the city has invested, I 


think the lives it has saved have re- 
turned more than any other investment 
the city has and maybe will ever make. 


"I know what my life Is worth to mi 


and my family."

Apathy vanishes 


Dollars pledged at two sites 


The shell of apathy that Is typical 


to millions of Americans was broken 
last night with a stroke of a pen and 
a voice from the heart. 


It was a solemn, somber Jewish 


community that came together in the 
Northwest suburbs and nationwide to 
give of themselves — their spirit, 
compassion, love and, most Impor- 
tant, their money — to assist Israel 
in its latest confrontation with its 
Arab enemies. 


It was an hour of prayer for the 


survival of Israel and all that It 
stands for to the world's Jewish pop- 
ulation. To all Jews, in all the strife, 
Israel 
embodies 
sacrifice, 
per- 


secution, survival and determination. 


Since the "Yom Kippur War," as it 


has come to be known, began on the 
holiest day of the Jewish calendar 
five days ago, a last-minute cam- 
paign was planned to raise money, 
not for the Israeli war effort, but to 
buy such Important war-time neces- 
sities as blood, bandages and medi- 
cine. 


At two locations In the Northwest 


suburbs an estimated 400 persons 
came to hear speeches designed to 
rally the listeners into donating mon- 
ey to various organizations charged 
with funnellng the funds to Israel. 
One rally was at the Beth Tlkvah 
Congregation In Hoffman Estates. 


AT HOWARD JOHNSON'S Motbr 


Lodge in Palatine more than 200 per- 
sons sang Hebrew songs as the Is- 
raeli flag flew in a large banquet 
room. 


Thirty minutes after the Palatine 


meeting had ended, $15,000 in contri- 
butions had been collected by the ral- 
ly's organizers. 


It was obvious that the apathy 


problem was conquered with the 
common bond that brought together 
some of the 1,400 Jewish families liv- 
ing In the Northwest suburbs. 


"People seem to band together In 


time of need and disaster," said Mrs. 


Jewish community rallies to back Israel 


War in the Middle East once again has drawn strong emo- 


tional and financial support for Israel from the Northwest 
suburban Jewish community. 


The latest outbreak of fighting, according to one local Jew- 


ish leader, was caused by an Arab world envious of its Israeli 
neighbor. 


Because of this, says Rabbi Mordecai Rosen, the Israeli 


Nation has become a target of aggression and mistreatment 
that periodically results in the killing of thousands of soldiers 
and civilians and the destruction of land. 


Rosen contends the whole history of war between the two 


foes is the result of meddling on the part of the Soviet Union 
which heaps supplies, money and encouragement on the Arab 
countries to keep the hostilities going. 


MAJOR FIGHTING erupted late last week after a six-year 


lull when Egypt and Syria entered Arab territory held since 
1067 by Israel. Almost Immediately, while the Jewish country 
was defending itself, American Jews mobilized a fund-raising 
campaign to help pay for medical supplies and social services 
for the duration of the war. Tuesday night's series of mass 
rallies culminated those efforts. 
' 


Rosen, of Congregation Beth Judca in Buffalo Grove, likens 


the Arab attitude toward Israel to the Nazi's treatment of 
Jews in Germany where Jews were blamed for the economic 
and social problems in that country. 


"The whole war is a fake," says Rosen. "The Arabs don't 


Sherwood Zwirn, of the west subur- 
ban chapter of the Women's OrganI-, 
zation for Rehabilitation and Train- 
ing, one of the organizers of the ral- 
ly. "People turn to temples in time 
of grief or In time of need." 


ACCORDING TO Rabbi Mordecai 


Rosen, the demonstration in support 
of Israel meant more than just pro- 
viding money for medical and social 
services. "It gives Jews a feeling of 


even claim they're after their land. They're just blaming the 
other guy" for their own suffering economy. He says the 
Arabs are jealous because Israel is "blossoming and bloom- 
ing." 


"The Arabs can't even join forces. They never will get 


together. There's no cause. Israel has done nothing lo them. 
What could Saudi Arabia want from Israel? There is nothing 
they can use or want in Israel." 


ROSEN BELIEVES the Arab countries wage war against 


Israel because they have nothing else to show for their exis- 
tence They aren't solving their own problems, he says, so 
they fight Israel to keep their governments from being over- 
thrown by a restive population. 


The other reason for engaging Israel in battle, says Rosen, 


Is the prodding of the Arabs' major supporters, the Soviet 
Union. The Russians, according to Rosen, tell the Arabs there 
will be no consequences as a result of their actions and that 
win or lose they will continue to receive weapons and sup- 
plies. 


"What's insane about this," he says, "is that the Arabs 


don't even expect a victory over Israel." 


Rabbi Hillel Gamoran, of Beth Tikvah Congregation in 


Hoffman Estates, echoes the sentiments of his fellow Rabbi. 
"It has been the aim of the Arab armies to destroy the State 
of Israel," he says. "Israel is asking only one thing and that 
is'to live in peace with their neighbors. Their hand has al- 
ways been extended in friendship." 


solidarity in face of what is felt by 
Jews throughout the world as an at- 
tack upon the center of Jewish life 
and the birthplace of Jewish life in 
which Jews feel close to and bound 
up. Israel is both a religious and 
Jewish center." 


According to Jewish leaders, the 


outbreak of hostilities in the Middle 
East has brought together Jews 
throughout the world and made them 


more aware and secure of their reli- 
gion. 


But still, the overriding goal, they 


said, is a lasting peace. Last night 
they sang the words of two Hebrew 
songs with the idealistic message, 
"Behold how good and how pleasant 
it is for brothers to dwell together."

Rolling Meadows iire chief 


recalls death's close call

"I've prayed many times in my life, 


but I think that was the only time I sin- 
cerely prayed," Thomas Fogarty said 
quietly. "I told Cod I didn't wont to die 
ami I meant It." 


The Rolling Meadows fire chief was re- 


calling a second heart attack suffered 
two months ago in Northwest Community 
Hospital's Intensive care unit only days 
after ho had been revived by fellow fire- 
men from a seizure which had left him a 
breath away from death. 


The first severe attack had occurred 


the night of Aug. 16. Fogarty, SI, had no 
apparent vital llfo signs when five of his 
own paramedics, Lt. Ted Locsch, Robert 
Coonoy, Donald Gustafson, Roger Hugg, 
and Raymond Welncr, worked to revive 
him. 


"After that, I thought I was coming 


along fine," Fogarty said, remembering 
tho ordeal. "It was several days after- 
ward and I had just finished eating din- 
ner when Dr. (Felix) Krock came In to 
examine me and I began to feel It corn- 
Ing on." 


"I think I am tho only man who's felt 


what a dcflbrillator feels like because I 
wasn't completely out when they used It. 
Tho whole room lit up and I felt like a 
bolt of lightning hit me. The next thing I 
knew I was on my way to Presbyterian- 
St. Luke's (medical center). 


"f think from that prayer, though, I 


must have been more confident because 
I wasn't as apprehensive of tho operation 
as I might have been." 


TUB ATTACK was one of several Fo- 


gnrty experienced In tho hospital and 
which led to a decision that open heart 
surgery would bo needed. That surgery, 
performed only a month ago yesterday, 
has given Fogarty what ho calls "the 
heart of a 8-year-old." 


Out more than the surgery, Fogarty 


speaks almost passionately of what sav- 
ed his life tho night of tho first attack on 
Aug. 16, his (Ira department's paramedic 
program, 


"1 don't remember anything from that 


Wednesday (Iho day before tho attack). I 
don't remember getting out of bed or 
telling my wife I had the pains. I didn't 
really come to until after several days In 
the Intensive care unit at tho hospital. 


"I can't say enough for tho paramedic 


program," ho said thoughtfully In his 
homo yesterday. "In tho beginning I 
was Ilia devil's advocate because I 
said 'lot's go a 
little slowly on 


this,' not because of the program be- 
causa 1 thought it was a good program, 
but because of all tho different equip- 
ment that was available." Investment In 
tho proper kind of equipment when the 
program started was vital, Fogarty said, 
nnd n move requiring thoughtful consid- 
eration. 


UK NEVER questioned the worthiness 


of the program, however. 


"I thought It was tremendous. I went 


to Springfield to help push It through 
committee nnd wo wrote to many of the 
representatives and tho governor. Of 
course we got some static in tho begin- 
ning from nurses and doctors who 
thought wo were treading on their toes." 


"I think tho program should bo state- 


wide nnd even nation-wide for that mat- 
ter. They do a magnificent job. The 
paramedics are very dedicated to the 
program because they can see they're 
saving a life. 


"Every man can't be a paramedic, of 


course. We're stilt primarily a (Ire de- 
partment." 


Out on Hint point Fognrty, who helped 


organize the city's flro department some 


Thomas 
Fogarty 


17 years ago, admits the role of the fire 
department has expanded considerably 
beyond the realm of flreflghtlng. 


ALONG WITH combating fires, depart- 


ments today handle medical calls, ambu- 
lance calls, fire prevention, and a variety 
of emergency situations, Fogarty said. 
"This week is fire prevention week, but 
we're even going to have to expand that 
beyond a week to cover all the services 
we perform," he sold. 


"There has been a big change from the 


image of a fireman just sitting around 
waiting for a fire call. That old image is 
gone. We used to get people calling say- 
ing 'we hate to bother you', but they 
don't say that anymore. I'm glad to see 
that trend." 


There is a closeness among firemen, 


too, which Fogarty said must be part of 
the work. "You can't hold a grudge 
against a man and go into a burning 
building with him. I wouldn't be here to 
talk about it If It hadn't have been for 
them, although I'm a firm believer in the 
idea that nothing gets done without His 
guidance. 


"My men never got paid for going to 


school (for paramedic training)," he 
said. The city Invested $7,000 In partici- 
pating in the northwest suburban pilot 
program, but training was on a volun- 
tary basis, ho said. 


"NOW WE TREAT people at the scene 


and do everything they would get at a 
hospital. This Is the hardest thing to 
teach the public. Wo have to treat at the 
scene; we're not wasting time, we're 
saving a life. 


"I had one shift that was a-little weak 


during tho training, and I told them 
'you're going to be paramedics.' Dr. 
(Stanley) Zydlo (head of the program at 
Northwest Community Hospital) worked 
with them extra on Sundays on their own 
time, and strangely enough the first ma- 
jor accident wo had was when that shift 
was on duty. 


"Dr. Zydlo was there and he told me 


'you don't have to worry about them.' 


"I think we hove had seven saves In 


Rolling Meadows counting me," Fogarty 
sold. "I don't know how anyone could not 
adopt this program if 1) they have the 
money and 2) they have the men and the 
equipment. 


IN COMMENTING on his llfesnving 


experience, Fogarty dismisses the per- 
sonal national publicity It has drawn, but 
affirmed his Intent to do all he can to 
promote tho establishment of paramedic 
programs around tho state and nation. 


"I've told Dr. Zydlo that anything I 


can do to promote the program, I'll be 
glad to do. I don't think there's anything 
in the world like It as far as the potential 
for saving lives. I experienced it; 1 can 
see what they could do. 


"For what the city has invested, I 


think the lives it has saved have re- 
turned more than any other investment 
the city has and maybe will ever make. 


"I know what my life is worth to me 


and my family."

Tho two studies are part of a nine-point 


list of educational and administrative ob- 
jectives adopted by the Dist. 59 school 
board recently. The district serves Elk 
Grove Village, and parts of Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


The school board recommendations, 


according to board member Erwin Pok- 
lacki, are submitted to School Supt. 
James Ervltl, who then sees the objec- 
tives are carried out. 


ERVITI MAKES periodic reports to 


the school board on the progress being 
made on fulfilling the objectives. The 
first report is expected around Jan. 1. 


"The ungrading of at least one school 


building, according to Poklackl, "doesn't 
necessarily mean report cards and stan- 
dard systems of grading will be abol- 
ished.

If 
the feasibility study shows that allowing 
children to enter school at their birthday 
would be beneficial, the program would 
probably get started as another pilot pro- 
gram in one or two schools, according to 
Poklackl. 


POKLACKI POINTED out there are 


obvious problems 'that would arise from 
such a new system. "We don't know how 
the teachers, will react to having new 
children in class at various times of the 
year," he said. 


Poklacki added that many preschool 


programs in the area make a point of 
adding children periodically throughout 
the year. "The new children are added 
slowly and learn from their peers," he 
said. 


At the present time, children entering 


kindergarten in September must be five 
years old by Dec. 1 of the year they en- 
ter. That means a child born on Dec. 1 
would have to wait a whole year before 
starting school, while another youngster 
born one day earlier could start school. 


"We (the school board) sympathize 


with parents whose children are on the 
borderline of entering school," said Pok- 
lacki. "The problem usually gets the 
most attention during registration time, 
but rules are rules and must be follow- 
ed," he added. 


Another objective proposed by the 


board dealt with continuation of channels 
of communication with the public, 
through the use of questionnaires and 
community surveys. The board also 
wants to look into the possibilities of es- 
tablishing a 
board-staff-community

Margerle Frisbie of Arlington Heights

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committee which would help determine 
student educational objectives.

• To evaluate alternatives to the NEC 


data processing cooperative and report 
findings by Feb. of 1974. There are some 
in the district who aren't happy with the 
progress of NEC, according to Poklackl. 
NEC provides such services to the dis- 
trict as preparation of payroll, class 
schedules for junior highs, bus routes 
and attendance figures. The district will 
have to decide whether or not to remain 
with NEC by February, according to 
Poklacki. 


• To carry out discussions with High 


School District 214 with the object of im- 
proving dual district operation. Poklackl 
said the main point of cooperating with 
214 would be to help improve the transi- 
tion between eighth grade and high 
school. 


• To make a special survey of build- 


ing of the district and determine the 
need for a long-term and immediate ma- 
jor improvements to heating, ventilating 
and lighting conditions.

This "early start." a good idea, had Us prob- 


lems: 


1. Bidders would have lo "guess" what their 


costs might be 10 months later (January 
1974) and for 5 years thereafter — in an 
economy where nobody even knows what a 
pound of hamburger will cost next ireefc. 


2. The village landfill would clone June I. re- 


quiring out-of-town dumping. What might 
the price per yard be In 5 years, with new 
ecological regulations? 


3. The Bid Invitations (released February 12 


to IB different contractors) asked firm' 
prices on every type of service (cam at 
curb, haa* at curb, back-door, customer 
choice, oncc-a-wcck or twicc-a-wcek. 8 
prices for these variations, plus other vari- 
ations (commercial service exclusive or 
not, etc.) so that to fully comply, 36 differ- 
ent prices were required. Further, there 
were provisions included which we fcneir 
the community would never stand for. 


Therefore, In n February 22 letter to the vil- 


lage, we explained some of the problems, and sug- 
gested n discussion to clear up the complications 
nnd contradictions in the specifications, nnd thus 
permit Intelligent bidding. We received no reply. 


When (he bidding clouted March 12. only 2 


bids were received — both for curb service only. 
.Vohodu hid on hack-door. 


(This was no surprise, because most com- 
panies, today, want no part of back-door ser- 
vice. They know that everywhere, it is com- 
plaint-prone (the collector must walk on the 
customer's property) — and that it creates a 
terrific labor problem (the physical hardship is 
much greater than in tossing bags from a curb.) 


; 
Thereupon, the village did revise its specifica- 


• tlons as suggested, and asked us to bid on contin- 


uing the present service. We still haipto guess at 
possible costs from 1974 through 1978, and at the 
extra expense of out-of-town dumping (to begin 
June I). Nevertheless, we submitted prices: 
95.53 per month, plus 10' if appliances were 
picked up free, plus n 50' village subsidy for 
out-of-town dumping. The total: 96.03 (or 96.13 ' 
with appliance pick-up). 


The Finance Committee then asked to inspect 


our coats, current nnd projected — for labor, 
truck-buying plans, maintenance, depreciation, 
loan Interest — everything from stamps to tele- 
phone expense—nnd examined these in detail. 


Further, .they asked that, at any time a cost 


Increase prompted n request for a rate adjustment

Then, an September 12 (6 months after the 


bidding had "closed") 2 new bids mysteriously 


! nppcnred — one at 95.10, the other at 94.63. The 
. low bid was quickly thrown out — but the 95.10 
1 was shoved at us with the question: Why is your 
• price, as approved, n dollar higher than this one? 


We replied, In substance: "Obviously, figuring 


prices 5 years ahead requires some guesswork by 
anubndu. But we can tell you offhand that 95.10 
is completely unrealistic. You can sec that for 
yourself by comparing current prices in other 
towns. Since these people have no experience with 
back-door, at least locally, maybe they don't know 
what they're getting Into — or, since they have 
only the merest toe-hold in the Chicago area, 
maybe they want to ouu their way in regardless 
of cost, and worry about it later. We wouldn't 
know — but in any event, 95.10 in this village 
doesn't make sense." 
. ' 


We continued: "You'll remember our price had 


to be submitted before out-of-town dumping start- 
ed June 1. Now that we've had 3 months of actual 
experience with it, we can check it out again if 
you want. But in any case, there's no way the 
village can lo*e. If long-term experience proves 
our price any higher than necessary, it just means 
that as our costs rise, which they certainly will, 
we won't have to ask for another rate increase- 
right away. You've got absolute protection, be- 
cause we've already agreed, at your request, to a 
net, maximum percentage of profit. In any event, 
the contract renewal is all set, we have agreed to 
the revised contract, and in fact, have already 
committed ourselves for 9237,000 worth of new 
equipment and office space." 


Then came (he shock en "Oh, no. That's not 


the case. There has been no contract officially 
sloned. so there is absolutely no commitment by 
the village, cither moral or legal. If you committed 
yourself for 9237,000, that's your own responsi- 
bility, and perhaps bad judgment on your part." 
????????????? WOW! 


So, we checked out our 3-month experience 


with out-of-town dumping. Knowing from experi- 
ence that anything can happen to costs when you 
triple your mileage and add an extra hour of la- 
bor, we early had instigated certain systems 
changes and effected various economies (some 
temporary, some permanent, we hope) with good 
results. It appeared that we could cut perhaps 50* 
a month with reasonable comfort. 


However, at the September 12 meeting with 


the Finance Committee, the attitude seemed to be - 
".Weet the 85.10 price, or else" . . . and it was 
suggested to us privately, that the Finance Com- 
mittee wouldn't dare pay Lascke a single penny 
extra for fear of creating a public storm. 


If that statement !• true, we honestly think the 


Committee under-estimates the Intelligence of this 
community. We believe most people in Arlington 
Heights realize that the cheapest buy isn't always 
the best. Local homemakcrs, when buying house- 
hold appliances, don't necessarily pick the cheap- 
est model, because they know that sometimes it's 
a skimpy imitation of a feeder model. We believe \ 
that local residents know there is truth in what 
•lohn Ruskin, the author, once wrote: 


"There i* horrify anything in I he world 


(hat some man 


rannol make a little tcoric, 
and self a little cheaper.1' 


Nevertheless, it seemed like the Finance Com- 


• mittcc was giving us an ultimatum, and that we 


were forced to decide between going out of busi- 
ness Indefinitely (since Arlington Heights is the 
only community we serve) or meeting the 95.10 
price. The latter course would eliminate most of 
our profit, but at least, we would eventually re- 
cover our 9237,000 commitment. 


.So ire met the price. 
Amazingly, however, this did not resolve the 


matter. An of its October 3 meeting, the Committee 
was still "undecided." They expressed "concern" 
as to whether we. at this low figure, could still 
"maintain" good service. It seemed to us they 
should worry about the "other guy," not Lasekc. 
For obvious reasons: 


The most important aspect of "good service" Is 
to pick up every route on its scheduled day. 
We've done that — ereru single dan «' **' 
current contract — for 3 years and 9 months. 
Actually, we've done it in self-defense. If we 
didn't finish a route, our phone would never 
stop ringing the next day. 
To maintain this 100% record requires man- 
agement resourcefulness unknown to anyone 
who doesn't work with it. The problem goes 
far beyond mere "equalizing" of routes. It's a 
matter of daily re-appraisal. We know, for 
example, in which areas the trees are sparse 
and the grass pick-up is staggering during the 
mowing season — and the other areas, where 
the "leaf take" is fantastic in the Fall. We 
even know (maybe we should whisper this) 
where the TV dinner containers are constant, 
and where the bottle throw-away is heavy. To 
finish each route every day requires a "buddy 
system" of truck helping truck, which varies 
not only with the season, but with the particu- 
lar day of the week, and the weather. We 
shuffle men and trucks daily, like a deck of 
cards, to meet each day's situation. We pity 
any stranger who faces that problem. 
Also, we know that It takes 6 months to train a 
crew to maximum efficiency, so that both men 
know which man will pick up which homes. 
and exactly irhere. the truck should be 
stopped on its next move for maximum time 
economy. A "green" crew can take 12 hours to 
do what an experienced crew handles in 8. 
Have you ever seen our men run? They hare 
to, some days. (You don't pluck men like that 
off the street.) 
Nevertheless, the Committee seems worried 


about our ability to "produce." A second worry 
seems to be whether Laseke can remain finan- 
cially sound on this low-cost basis. Again, we 
think their concern should be turned the other way. 


For example, we know the labor cost involved 


locally, as no one else could. Our competitor has 
stated that labor Is only one-third of his total cost 
— our labor is about one-half our cost. We both 
pay the same union scale. Our current labor cost 
per home is 92.69 per month. If present union 
demands arc met, (65' more per hour, plus 94.00 
weekly) our labor cost will be 93.04 per family 


per month. If labor is only one-third of hi* cost, it 
would seem that, rather than 95.10, his rate 
should be $8.07 currently, and 99.12 if current 
union demands are granted. 


After our mention that, in view of our 3 months 


of. Wauconda dumping experience, we felt we 
could slow .our truck-purchase somewhat, our 
competitor promptly promised "all new trucks." 
To put 20 new trucks on the road by January 1 
will take some doing — but in any event, the point 
is irrelevant. There is no virtue in "new," in our 
business. Some of our "old" trucks are better than 
the new ones (in fact, we had to replace the mo- 
tors on two of our new ones recently, due to a 
manufacturing fault). We .sometimes equip an 
"old" chassis with a new motor, or transmission, 
or body, and have a truck' "good as new," for 
perhaps 95,000, instead of 932,000. That's anoth- 
er reason our costs are so low. Every one of our 
trucks, new or old, is completely safe, and ef- 
ficient, or we'd take it off the road. "JVete" means 
nothing. 


Re: Future Rales: Here's a real "stickler." No 


. matter who gets this contract, he will undoubtedly 
encounter some cost increases during its lifetime, 
requiring a rate adjustment. So some kind of "es- 
calator clause" is necessary. How shall this be 
handled? 


On October 5, the newspaper indicated (in- 


correctly) that Laseke had proposed (actually, the 
committee proposed it to u») a maximum 6% an- 
nual increase, with all increased costs to be "justi- 
fied." 


— and that our competitor had proposed an 


annual increase of only 5%, which however, would 
be guaranteed, without need for "cost justifica- 
tion." ' As we understand this, it means a 
set-in-advance annual rate, increased 5% each 
year — that is, starting with $5.10 for 1974, going 
to 95.36 in 1975, to 95.63 in 1976, 95.91 in 1977, 
and 96.21 in 1978. 


It seems to us that either of. these two plans is 


mere playing with numbers — "shooting craps" — 
a game in which either party can get hurt. 


Re: the 6% figure, the current.wage demand, if 
granted, would amount to 13.12%. 6% wouldn't 
cover that. . . 
. . . while the 5% guaranteed annual increase 
means that the contractor gets this increase 
whether he needs it or not. This doesn't make 
sense to us. 
We believe the only practical system is the one 


that we originally proposed: that is, as cost in- 
creases occur, simply adjust the rate automat- 
ically to exactly meet the cost increase and the 
previously-agreed-upon normal profit percentage 
— whether this meant a.rate increase of 5%, 10% 
or only 1%. In short, we don't want to "bet" with 
the village on future cost possibilities — we want 
to stick'with the facts, as they occur. 


While we can understand the effort (and in 


fact, as village residents ourselves, actually ap- 
plaud it) it seems to us that the Finance Committee 
is attempting to achieve the impossible, in trying 
to maintain twice-a-week back-door service for 
the next 5 years, and yet put a positive "ceiling" 
on its cost. We don't believe you can have your 
cake and eat it, too. 


We believe the only practical way is to adjust 


the rate in step with the increased costs and then, 
should rising costs eventually force the rate up 
higher than the community wants to pau. simply 
change to a less-costly type of service, such as 
most other communities use — that is, either curb 
service or, if back-door is considered a "must," cut 
the service to once a week. Either change will 
reduce costs. 


In summary, we look at it this way: 


1. Our price was approved, as of July 2. As a 


result, we made a $237,000 commitment. 


2. Then, two months later, with the mys- 


terious appearance of the 95.10 price, we 
were told our price was now too hioh. 


3. While pointing out that there was no way 


the village could lose,'we nevertheless of- 
fered, based on factual experience with 
out-of-town dumping, to drop the approved 
price 50' or so as of now. However, this 
was obviously not good enough. 


4. Therefore, rather than go out of business 


Indefinitely, we met the price, because in 
this way we could at least recover our fi- 
nancial commitment. 


5. Now, there is concern expressed that our 


price is too loir — that is, that we (who 
know the community so well) might not be 
able to "maintain satisfactory service," 
whereas an outside company (which 
doesn't know the community; might be able 
to do so. 
Certainly, there would be no reason to renew 


this contract with Laseke, out of sentiment, at a 
higher price than another contractor, unless the 
community was convinced that it would get com- 
parable extra value from Laseke service. But 
where the price is at the same level (in fact, we're 
offering to "save" each family 2* a month) we 
don't understand the problem. Do uou? 


That's why we're asking for community opinion. 


In view of the above facts, what do YOU think? It's 
time for nour opinion to be heard. 


— what do you think the price should be? 


. . . what kind of "escalation clause" 


makes'sense to uou? 


. . . do uou think our beliefs in this matter 


are sound, or not? 
Give us "both barrels" — only, don't tell u». 


Tell it to the people who deride these things. 
Write or phone the village manager's office, and 
one or more members of the Village Board. But if 
you want your opinion to count, do it now. 


You'll do the town a service by expressing your 


viewpoint — and, we'll rest on your judgment. 


(If you've re»d Ihii fir, think you. indeed.)

.Some Popular Misconceptions. 
How well are you informed about the 
garbage service? It's easy to pick up 
false impressions. For example: 
Newspaper item 9*13-73: "The main 


complaint. (of residents) seems to be the 
policy of Laseke .'. . to pick up large 
household items by special appointment." 
— Wrong. It isn't our policy — it's vil- 
lage policy, specified in the contract. 


• Statement In public meeting 9-11-73: 


"Laseke seems to prefer back-door." 


— Definitely not. But it's not our say-so.

Newspaper item 10-5-73: "Residents 


have won the right to dispose of large 
household items on the second day." 
— They didn't "win any right." All that 
happened is that the Finance Committee 
apparently seemed favorable to the plan of 
free pick-up for an additional 10* in the 
general rate, and may recommend this policy 
to the Village Board for confirmation. The 
Board will then decide whether it's the best 
solution to charge everybody

a month 


extra so that anybody with various bulky 
items can dispose of them free. 
(Happily, 


that's not our fight, and we take no sides.) 


Newspaper item 9-13-73: "More than a 


dozen testified (at Sept. 11 public meeting) 
most of them with complaints about the 
garbage service." 
— The actual box score: Of 16 who "testi- 
fied." 6 wanted curb service or a survey of 
opinion on it. and 3 urged "free" appliance 
pickup for the extra HP (ive do not make 
policy on either of the.ie matters) — 3 praised 
our service, and only .? had a complaint 
against us, none of which was legitimate. 


(For example, a lady "complained" that 
"Laseke makes us cut branches to 5-feet 
length." apparently ttnatmre that this is a 
safety precaution in the customer's interest.) 


Statement in "Fence Post" letter: 


"Many residents are dissatisfied." 
When contacted, the writer said that he. per- 
sonally, had no real complaint, but assumed 
the statement was accurate. We don't blame 
him. It's easy to get that impression fmm 
, newspaper items and hearing other people 


"quote" what they have "heard." 
Regarding "complaints." We have a 
daily check on the performance of every 
crew, because we "Ing" every complaint 
and investigate it. Thus, we know from 
experience that 909 of so-culled "com- 
plaints" are the result of customer misun- 
derstanding or are simply "unavoidable." 
For example, people occasionally complain 
that our men "litter" papers, which usual- 
ly means loose facial tissue blown away on 
a windy day. These people don't know 
that they are violating a village ordinance 
by not wrapping loose papers. 
By the "unavoidable" type, we mean com- 
plaints like "Your man tracked mud on 
my sidewalk." by a lady whose neighbor's 
path to his garbage cans is always muddy 
on a rainy day. There's no way to answer 
these except to say "We're sorry" (and 
hope her neighbor puts in a service walk). 
However, we make no claims to perfection. 
No garbage service is ever perfect. Our 
men "goof 
from time to time — forget a 


can. or a cover, or even a customer. But in 
the overall: We service nearly 15.000 
homes an average of 8'/4 times monthly. 
That means over 125.000 service stops ev- 
ery month, at which our men handle close 
to 500.000 cans (that's half a million every 
month) — and if they didn't forget to 
dump one' occasionally, or put its cover 
back, it would be a miracle. 


If you ever have an unsatisfactory ex- 
perience tvith our service, please call 
us. Well either explain why or, if it's 
nur error, we'll correct it. Our telephone 
number is Cl^earbrook 3-1708.
